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95% Of Odor To Se Eliminated 
Agreement Reached To End 
Pollution At Magnet Wire 


The Chicago Magnet Wire Corp., the 


State of Illinois and Elk Grove Village 
have reached agreement on a pollution 
abatement plan for the firm's plant in 
the Centex Industrial Park, thus appar- 
ently solving a controversy that has con- 
tinued for at least eight years. 


Village officials agreed to the proposal 


this week after representatives of the 
state attorney general's office and com- 
pany officials indicated satisfaction with 
the plan, which pollution experts say will 
eliminate 95 per cent of the odor emitted 
by the plant. 


Under the plan, an air pollution suit 


and countersuit filed last spring in Cook 
County Circuit Court will be continued 
until October while the company installs 
the pollution control equipment. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Kenneth Manaster 


said pollution experts were satisfied that 
the equipment to be installed would elim- 
inate most odors emitted by the plant. 


"We are finally and firmly convinced 


that the equipment will work," he said. 
"We're sure that It will do the job." 


THE EQUIPMENT to be installed is a 


direct fire incinerator, which will burn 
off the odor-producing phenolic com- 
pounds, according to Marvin Saizenstein, 
a technical consultant hired by the vil- 
lage. The equipment, which will be in- 
stalled on the roof of the company's 
plant at 901 Chase Ave., will convert the 
material into carbon dioxide and water 
and produce heat for the plant. 


Saizenstein said the equipment would 


eliminate most of the odor emitted from 
the plant. When the equipment 'is in- 
stalled the odor "will not be noticeable in 
residential areas except during adverse 
weather conditions." he said. 


Under the agreement, Chicago Magnet

to the village and the attorney general's 
office. The reports are to give details of 
each major phase of the plan and report 
test results of the effectiveness of the 
equipment. 


The agreement also gives the village 


and attorney general's office the right to 
have a qualified technical representative 
present during the testing of equipment 
at the plant. 


The company is given the right to 


request a delay in the completion date of 
the plan, but if a "satisfactory demon- 
stration of progress toward completion" 
is not made, the case is to be set for trial 
as soon as possible. 


THE AGREEMENT also requires the 


village to issue the necessary building 
permits and licenses to install the equip- 
ment, The village earlier had refused to 
issue such permits in accordance with a 
resolution passed in 1965. 


Elk Grove Village and Atty. Gen. Wil- 


liam J. Scott's office filed suit last April 
against the company, asking the court to 
permanently enjoin the company from 
polluting the air. The suit sought penal- 
ties of $10,000 for each violation of the 
Environmental Protection Act, plus up to 
$1,000 a day for each day the violation 
continued and $5,000 for each violation of 
the Air Pollution Control Act. 


The company then filed a countersuit 


against the village and attorney general, 
seeking $2 million in damages. The firm 


also charged that the Environmental 
Protection Act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it lacked definitive standards. 


The firm contended that in 1964 it in- 


stalled two 70-foot stacks with a total 
height of 120 feet, an action that resulted 
in "substantial dispersal of effluent." 


IN THE ORIGINAL suit, Scott charged 


the firm with emitting gaseous matter 
into the air, consisting of part-phenolic 
compounds giving "strong and offensive 
odors causing respiratory irritation and 
other damage to personal health and en- 
joyment as well as damage to property." 


The firm, which manufactures a baked 


coating magnetic wire and other fix- 
tures, has been the object of complaints 
from village residents for some time. 
Residents in Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines also have complained of the 
odor. 


The firm said in October, 1965, it 


agreed with the village to tests that 
would establish objective performance 
standards for air quality and that it was 
to initiate and install equipment to meet 
the standards. 


The village then refused to adopt the 


ordinance containing the standards, thus 
constituting a breach of the agreement, 
the firm charged. The firm said it relied 
upon the agreement and delayed order- 
ing and installing air quality control de- 
vices pending determination of perform- 
ance standards.

When an unmarried pregnant woman 


goes to Dr. Gloria Heffernan of the Illi- 
nois Sight To Life Committee for 
counseling, she is given encouragement 
and support, and Dr. Heffernan guides 
her through the pregnancy. "I don't pre- 
sent the option of abortion," the doctor 
explains. 


If the same woman goes instead to the 


Rev. Rupert Lovely, a Unitarian min- 
ister from Palatine who is active in the 
drive for abortion reform, "The first 
thing I would do is present the woman 
with the options," Rev. Lovely says. 


"Those are marriage, doing a 'Mia 


Farrow' by keejing the child, placing 
the child up for adoption or abortion. We 
go into these alternatives in some kind of 
depth and it is always her decision. A 
high percentage of the women I see de- 
cide for abortion." 


In those two approaches to counseling, 


students at Elk Grove High School yes- 
terday saw the difference in attitudes by 
those favoring abortion reform and those 
opposing it. 


DR. HEFFERNAN clashed with Lovely 


and Helen Smith, chairman of the Illinois 
Citizens for the Medical Control of Abor- 
tion, in a debate sponsored by the social 
science class on human sexuality. 


The debate grew heated at moments, 


as Mrs. Smith and Dr. Heffernan chal- 
lenged the reliability of each other's sta- 
tistics on the safety of abortion. The two 
sides also disagreed sharply on whether 
an human embryo can be cansidered a 
full-fledged human being and whether 
abortion reform will encourage promis- 
cuous sexual behavior. 


"We need honesty in the abortion is- 


sue," Dr. Heffernan declared. "The un- 
born child can inherit property, sue for 
prenatal support, get damages for in- 
juries sustained en utreo and have blood 
transfusions that clearly violate the 
mother's religious beliefs. He has all 
these rights, but he does not have the 
right to life in some states. There is no 
such thing as a potential human being." 


She then showed slides of embryos in 


various stages of development, saying, 
"Norman Cousins has said we have come 
to accept the solutions of war and abor- 
tion because we cannot see the victims' 
faces. I'd like to show you their faces." 


LOVELY AND Mrs. Smith, however, 


contended that the existence of human 


life in the embryo is by no means cer- 
tain. "The opponents of abortion are pri- 
marily from one theological standpoint 
and the only organized opposition in this 
country is from the Catholic Church," 
Mrs. Smith said. 


She added, "These people have a per- 


fect right to their point of view and they 
should never have abortions, but if abor- 
tion were legalized, those of us who feel 
it is a legitimate medical procedure will 
have the freedom of choice." 


Dr. Heffernan also pointed to rising sex- 


ual freedom and the increasing rate of 
venereal disease in areas where abortion 
has been legalized, and said, "There is 
no question that promiscuity results from 
abortion-mindedness among women." 


No Parking Changes Until August 


Residents again objecting to parking 


restrictions on Elk Grove Boulevard 
were told this week they would have to 
wait at least until August before any 
changes are made on the street. 


"I'm not going to change my vote until 


I've had a few months to see how the 
6-to-6 restriction works," Trustee Ed 
Kenna told the residents Tuesday night 
when they appeared at the village 
board's regular meeting to voice their 
objections. "You're just going to have to 
live with it until August," he said. 


Residents along the street were object- 


ing to an ordinance approved by the 
board that prohibits parking on a' portion 
of the street from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. Mon- 


day through Friday. They reiterated 
their objections that the restrictions con- 
stitute an inconvenience to residents and 
create a safety hazard for children in the 
area. 


They said they had conducted a tele- 


phone survey of residents along the 
street and found great support for re- 
moval of the restrictions. Of 34 residents 
polled, 30 were against the parking re- 
strictions and only four in favor, they 
said. 


The restrictions were passed last 


month by the board after several months 
of study of the proposals. Fire Chief Al- 
len Hulett had urged elimination of park- 
ing on the street to enable emergency 
vehicles safe use of it. 


Lovely disagreed sharply, saying, "I 


think there has been 'messing around' 
since Adam and Eve and it's not going to 
stop. Fear has not stopped anybody from 
having sex.1' 


IN ANSWER to one student's question 


about whether it is damaging to a wom- 
an to have an unwanted baby, Dr. Hef- 
fernan replied, "I think it's a frivolous, 
dangerous concept, this idea about being 
wanted, because you can be wanted to- 
day and not wanted tomorrow." 


She added that treatments such as the 


flushing of the womb are available with- 
in hours for rape victims, adding that the 
procedures are not a form of abortion 
because "conception does not take place 
for two or three days." 


Students pressed home questions to 


both sides, with one girl asking Dr. Hef- 
fernan why she would impose her view 
on others and a boy challenging Mrs. 
Smith's statement that an embryo at the 
time of abortion is generally no longer 
than a paper clip. 


"If I'm 6 feet 2 and some other kid is 5 


feet 2, does that make me more of a 
person?" he asked. 


Throughout the discussion, Dr. Heffer- 


nan insisted she was working to preserve 
the life of the fetus, while Mrs. Smith 
and 'Lovely argued that abortion should 
be a matter of private decision between a 
woman and her doctor. 


"I have women call me who are bound 


and determined to get rid of that preg- 
nancy," Mrs. Smith said. "The reality is 
the fetuses are not going to be saved. 
The question is whether the abortion will 
be in a clean, modern hospital or in a 
back alley."

Moore said a survey conducted by the 


National Consumers Union disclosed that 
of 43 packages of meat purchased at 16 
supermarkets, 31 were short-weighed, 
nine were accurately priced and eight 
were underpriced. 


Of the 31 overpriced packages, 15 were 


overpriced by 1 to 2 cents, six were over- 
priced by 3 to 4 cents and ten packages 
were overpriced by 5 cents or more. 


According to Moore, short-weighing of 


meats can mean as much as $150 per 
year loss to a family.

The Chicago Association of Commerce 


and Industry in its bulletin, "Legislative 
Comments," warns of pending consumer 
protection laws in Congress. 


Calling proposed Consumer Protection 


Organizaton Act "a bill representing the 
most serious threat to free enterprise 
and orderly government," the Associ- 
ation of Commerce and Industry warns 
of the bill's possible effect on business. 


As proposed, the Senate bill would 


create an independent federal consumer 
protection agency with powers to in- 
vestigate businesses charged with duping 
or taking advantage of the consumer. 


The Chicago Association of Commerce 


and Industry sees this bill as a way to 
allow the federal government to harass 
businesses and to bring some businesses 
to court, thus interfering with the free 
enterprise system. 


And if you think the "buyer beware" 


attitude of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and Industry is interesting, 
wait until you hear about the State of 
Illinois. 


In a release from the Illinois Informa- 


tion Service, a state office, the Illinois 
Department of Agriculture says that high 
meat prices are good for the housewife. 


"Higher meat prices are the best in- 


surance the housewife has for a good 
supply of meat in the future," according 
to Chuck Bloomberg, assistant director 
of the Illinois Department of Agriculture. 


According to Bloomberg, higher meat 


prices stimulate the agricultural econo- 
my and thus encourage the farmer to 
stay on the farm. 


Bloomberg did not speculate on who 


will stay on the farm if the housewives 
find they cannot afford to buy meat in 
any quantities. Most of the housewives, 
unfortunately, just don't realize that high 
prices are good for them.

Predicts 4,000 To Attend 
Rally Protesting Wheel Tax 
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At least 4,000 persons are expected lo 


attend a rally at ) p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gllligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilllgan, of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) ami maybe more if the 
weather is good." 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, Elk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. the 
rally will be held iit cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc.. which is helping organize 
simitar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax, which is imposed only in 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
Ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging the tax on constitutional 
pounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle 
tax," Gilligan said. "The more people 
who turn out, the more effective the pro- 


test will be." 


"We think the tax is unpopular and dis- 


criminating and the rally is one way 
people in unincorporated areas can show 
they are upset," he said. 


Richard Hechler, TPC president, said 


two petitions will be circulated at the ral- 
ly.

he's got. The O'Hare poet, as he calls himself, is frying 


to make it big with his poetry, and he feels prosperity is 
just around the corner. 


'Rod McKuen Did It, Why Can'l I?' 
O'Hare Poet9 Sets Sights High

Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his Rolling Meadows 


home, between his dictionary and his 
thesaurus, is a book called "How to 
Think Like a Millionaire and Get Rich " 


And visions of contracts with big name 


publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 
friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam . . ." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants lo be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Californian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty,% 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though he likes McKuen's work, he 
doesn't copy it. What lie would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 
to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. - 


"My poetry is simple It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some 
poetry is difficult, the average working 
man or housewife can't understand it. I 
want to take poetry to the average per- 
son who doesn't have much lo say about 
his views I'm an average person my- 
self." 


Which brings up phase two of the mag- 


ic formula: get the average poetry to the 
average person. That's what Warren is 
working on now. 


In the last two years he has traveled 


from Colorado to Michigan and has read 
his poetry to 170,000 high school students, 
he estimates. He has appeared on local 
television in Chicago and other cities. His 
scrapbooks are filled with stories about 
him that have appeared in newspapers 
ranging from the Chicago Tribune to the 
Bloomfield (Colo.) Star. 


He has read his poetry at old-peoples' 


homes and on airplanes. (United 
Air 


Lines has paid for a lot of his traveling.) 
He has just completed an album called 
"O'Hare International" and wants to sell 
it to United for them to use as a promo- 
tional gimmick. 


ALL THIS IS great, but the million dol- 


lar idea is yet to come to fruition. War- 
ren has this poem called "O'Hare," and 
he has a feeling that the City of Chicago 


is going to designate it the 
official 


O'Hare poem and put it on a plaque at 
the airport with Buck Warren's name on 
it. 


If that happens, Warren says, he's just 


about got it made. "Then," he says, 
"maybe I can get on the Tonight Show or 
Dick Cavett, and say I have this book 
and I want Random House or Doubleday 
to publish it." He's convinced he'll be 
talking with Johnny Carson in less than 
two years. 


Why does a secure, $6-an-hour subur- 


banite want to get into something that he 
admits has only earned him $3,000 in five 
years? 


"I do not like being the mechanic," 


Warren says. "This writing is a way 
away from that. I am struggling to get 
away from that. I've knocked on doors, 
spent hours and hours of time, received 
rejection after rejection. But I'm still go- 
ing to do it." 


"I want to be financially independent," 


he says, "so my family will be comfort- 
able for the rest of my life and so I can 
really work at the things I'm doing 
now." 


Or, in the not so immortal words of 


Buck Warren, "If Rod McKuen can do it, 
why can't I?"

Q. What, In your view, is the single 


most desirable quality you could bring to 
the of/ice of governor? 


SIMON: "The office of governor needs 


a number of qualities not now present. 
Foremost among these is a greater sensi- 
tivity to the problems which people face. 
Implicit In a greater sensitivity to the 
people is an ability to pull people togeth- 
er to work out problems — both in the 
legislature and in the community, wheth- 
er the problems are racial, labor-man- 
agement, or what they might be. Coupled 
with sensitivity must be an awareness of 
the fact that fiscal policies shape the en- 
tire picture and greater prudence should 
be used in the fiscal field." 


WALKER: "The people of Illinois are 


disillusioned with their government — 
they're tired of their tax dollars going 
for the almost weekly scandals of race- 
tracks, 
shoeboxes. 
underassessed bui- 


ness property, no-interest bank deposits, 
and over-alJ waste in government. They 
are rightly demanding thai candidates 
for office not only possess personal integ- 
rity, but also a commitment to the pub- 
lic's welfare over that of private inter- 
ests. 


"I believe that I am the only candidate 


for governor able to restore public con- 
fidence in the honesty and quality of gov- 
ernment. I can do that because the only 
commitment that I have made is that to 
the people of this state — not to the pa- 
ronage politicians of either Machine, nor 
to any speciaWnterest group." 


Q. If you were elected governor, what, 


aside from fixed Items, would be your 
highest-priority legislative program? 


WALKER: "My campaign has been di- 


rected toward one goal — namely, mak- 
ing state government responsive and re- 
sponsible to the people. To do that we 
must reorder the state's priorities by 
spending more of our money and energy 
toward meeting people needs, and less 
for building concrete monuments for pol- 
iticians. 


"To single out one legislative program 


as having the highest priority is difficult, 
especially at a time when so many need 
attention — such as health, housing, the 
environment, welfare, crime, etc. How- 
ever, I believe the state's responsibility 
to educate all of its citizens to their full 
potential is our most pressing need at 
this time. We must equalize educational 
opportunity in state financing, privide 
more public involvement in school gov- 
ernance, undertake curriculum revision, 
institute a statewide accountability pro- 
gram, expand pupil services, provide 
bilingual educational services, enact a 
student bill of rights and intensify our 
efforts in special education programs." 


SIMON: "My highest priority will be to 


bring to Illinois, government and politi- 
cal leadership it can trust. 


"A state which is bold enough to place 


the words 'Land of Lincoln' on license 
plates should have a government bold 
enough, compassionate enough and sen- 
sible enough to live up to the Lincoln tra- 
dition, But today from all sections of the 
state comes a rising tide of cynicism 
about Illinois government. That cynicism 
can be replaced by hope. 


"I do not promisea state free from 


problems; I promise a state in which dif- 
ficult problems will be faced." 


Q.: To what extent do you tliink the 


governor should use the amendatory vcti 
power grantc(l him by the 1970 con- 
stitution? 


SIMON: "The amendatory veto should 


be used to reduce appropriations and to 
clarify and correct errors. It should not 
be used to massively rewrite legisla- 
tion."

personal property tax were kept. As gov- 
ernor, I would move immediately to in- 
stitute a tax credit plan for food and 
medicine and seek to abolish the person- 
al property tax on individuals. 


"Unlike my primary opponent, I am 


convinced that tax reform can — and 
must — be accomplished without raising 
taxes elsewhere. We can do it in the fol- 
lowing ways: 


"1. Eliminate waste in spending and 


cut payrollers. Cook County alone wastes 
an estimated 15 per cent of its budget 
yearly; 2. Open up earmarked funds and 
reorder priorities. The state's budget has 
more than doubled in the last five years;

I would shift the burden of these 
things over to the income tax. I'm not 
talking about a bigger tax bite, but a

Moore Visits In Northwest Suburbs

Framed by the g«tc at the northeast 


entrance to Arlington Park, Donald Page 
Moore yesterday promised a full-scale 
Investigation of the county assessor's of- 
fice. 


Bloore. one of three candidates for the 


state's attorney's office, promised a 
"careful, rational and objective" in- 
vestigation of what he termed a "double 
standard" in the assessor's office. 


He argued that large-scale tax breaks 


were traded off for political contribu- 
tions, and that the present state's attor- 


ney "had refused to enforce the law" 
against the contributors. 


Moore said the investigation, which 


would take "maybe three lawyers and 
three investigators," would take a year. 
If the evidence is there, indictments will 
be made, he said, but those indictments

will not come on the basis of political 
party. 


HE BRANDED AS "piteous pleas" the 


contention by Jack Schmetterer, first as- 
sistant state's attorney, that the office 
could not afford to investigate the asses- 
sor's office. 


Moore argued that underassessment of 


commercial properties has had the effect 
of driving tax bills "up and up and up" 
over the past ten years. "Private 
groups" have been the only ones to push 
a campaign against the practice, he said. 


Before the brief press conference, 


Moore posed with 15 or 20 suburbanites 
who have been active in his campaign. 
He predicted, "We're going to do very 
well here on election day." 


Moore's all-day tour of the Northwest 


suburbs began at 9 a.m. in Barrington, 
where he lives, with handshaking in the 
downtown section. 


AT 10 A.M. HE arrived at the Palatine 


Village Square shopping center. He en- 
tered stores, introduced himself, and his 
wife handed out pieces of campaign liter- 
ature. 


Scheduled later in the day were stops 


at the Zayre store on Northwest Highway 
in Palatine, at Woodfield, Randhurst and 
a concluding stop in Des Plaines. 


As Moore continued his morning activi- 


ties, there were no car top or bumper 
stickers, in evidence in his three-car en- 
tourage. The candidate, who is challeng- 
ing the Democratic organization's candi- 
date Raymond K. Berg and incumbent 
state's attorney Edward V. Hanrahan, 
seemed unhurried and relaxed as he in- 
troduced himself to individual shoppers 
on his-day-long handshaking tour. 


He encountered few persons, however, 


in Palatine, so he left well ahead of 
schedule and headed toward a National 
supermarket 01. Northwest Highway. 


HOWEVER, a wrong turn took him to 


Barrington and disrupted his morning 
schedule. So, his next stop was the Ar- 
lington Park Towers to grab a cup of 
coffee before the press conference. 


By the time Moore had finished a 


phone call, however, his staff and two 
reporters had finished their coffee or 
Bloody Marys. Moore, looking somewhat 
lost in the plushy hotel corridors, cor- 
ralled his group and headed out into the 
grey cold and slush for the press confer- 
ence. That's where the NBC television 
crew was waiting.

On TV

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - There is good 


news today from NBC-TV. The network 
is planning on a weekly one-hour prime 
time series of news and public affairs 
programs for next season. There has 
been no such series on the commercial 
networks for quite a while in the key eve- 
ning hours. And it is a significant and 
cheering move in view of the tight econo- 
my and government cutback on prime 
time. 


The name of the series will be "NBC 


Reports." It will be presented on Tues- 
days at 10 p m. EST starting Sept, 5, and 
the network says it will be "devoted to 
investigative reporting and coverage of 
topical issues." A network spokesman, 
obviously referring to criticism 
that 


many recent video documentaries have 
been soft and tame — wildlife studies 
and that sort of thing — said Tuesday 
that the new series "will definitely not be 
in the travelogue mold " 


NBC news boss Reuven Frank, who an- 


nounced the upcoming series Tuesday, 
said it would present 36 programs during 
the 1972-73 season, "many of them deal- 
ing with current controversial issues and 
stressing investigative reporting on a 
wide range of subjects 


"We are aiming at presenting subjects 


of genuine public concern and hope to 
focus attention on matters calling for 
public understanding and action." Frank 
had indicated, in an interview some 
months ago, this particular thrust in his 
department's aims. And perhaps it will 
help alleviate video's recent ultra-cau- 
tion 


"NBC REPORTS" will include the oc- 


casional "NBC News White Paper" 
series, as well as a monthly edition of 
' ' F i r s t Tuesday," currently called 
"Chronolog" and currently a two-hour 
entiy each month. 


The chief producers of "NBC Reports" 


are among television's best, including 


Robert Northshield, Fred Freed, Lucy 
Jarvis and Eliot Frankel 
Northshield 


recently offered the documentary "Suffer 
the Little Children," about the effects on 
youngsters of the conflict in Northern 
Ireland Freed, in December, had a two- 
part broadcast assessing the Kennedy 
administration's involvement in the Viet- 
nam War Mrs Jarvis' programs have 
included "The Louvre," "The Kremlin" 
and "Who Shall Live?" about artificial 
kidney machines and those who need 
them. 


Frankel, meanwhile, according to the 


network, will head five investigative re- 
porter-producer teams in addition to 
"First Tuesday." 


NBC-TV, by the way, has previously 


announced that the same Tuesday night 
time slot next season also will offer, on 
alternate weeks starting Nov. 14, the 13- 
part series "America," created 
and 


narrated by the noted journalist and tele- 
vision host Alistair Cooke. Which means 
that, except for a few probable pre- 
emptions for baseball games and a very 
occasional entertainment special, view- 
ers will once again have a regular week- 
ly time slot to look foi ward to on a com- 
mercial network for major news shows 
in the key, prime television hours.

Traffic 
Cases Up 


THE HERALD 
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Traffic cases — both parking tickets 


and those for moving violations — are 
taking up an increasing proportion of the 
activity of the circuit Court of Cook 
County. 


In an analysis of the court's annual re- 


port, Circuit Court Clerk Matthew J 
Danaher noted that while the workload of 
the court during fiscal 1971 (Dec 1, 1970 
through Nov 30, 1971) increased 2Vi per 
cent, the number of traffic matters in 
Chicago and the suburbs jumped more 
than 10 per cent, 


A total of 4,874,527 cases were filed in 


Ihe court's 12 divisions during the teport- 
ing period. Of that number, 4,140,548 
were related to traffic matters, or 85 per 
cent. 


During the same petiotl last year, the 


number of total cases was 4,418,304 of 
which 3.744,455, or 79 per cent, were tiaf- 
fie. 


The remainder of the court's caseload 


is roughly divided between civil and 
criminal matters, Danaher noted. 


During the period there were 371703 


civil eases filed and 362,276 criminal 
matters, including misdemeanors, felon- 
ies and ordinance violations 


THE CIVIL cases increased 6 per cent 


from 1970 and criminal rose 4 per cent 


The increase in traffic matters was 


due primarily to an increase in suburban 
traffic arrests and to a greater number 


of tickets issued by the Chicago Police 
Department for moving infractions. 


For the first time since the county's 


consolidated Circuit Court was created in 
1964, there was a drop in the number of 
parking tickets issued by the Chicago Po- 
lice Department 


In 1964 the police wrote 1,366,826 park- 


ing tickets By 1970 the number had risen 
to 2,833,325 The 1971 report, Danaher 
noted, shows that the number of parking 
tickets dropped to 2,803,343 a minor de- 
ciease but the first such reduction in 
seven years 


Among the divisions, Danaher said, 


nearly all showed minor increases in ac- 
tivity There weie approximately 3,300 
more divorces filed in 1971 than in 1970, 
for example.

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Walnut 'Ripoff'Nets'A 
Cool $25^000

Tree bandits are pefpetniting a great 


walnut "rlpoff" in Cook County. 


So far this season, tree hijackers have 


plundered the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve lands of about 25 black walnut 
trees, according to Chief Forester Sam 
Gabriel. 


For those trees, the thieves may have 


profited as much as $25,000. 


In their wake they have left ground- 


level stumps and treetops to rot in a 
tangle of brush and crushed saplings. 


The problem of walnut tree thieves is 


not a new one. Nor is it limited to the 
Cook County Forest Preserve, although 
the district's 83,000 acres of wooded land 
recently seems to be among the prime 
targets of the destruction. 


It all stems from the ancient theory of 


supply and demand. 


The demand for the dark, deep grain 


of the black walnut is high for the furni- 
ture manufacturing industry. Although 
the tree is not considered rare, the sup- 
ply is not abundant. 


ONE OF THE most recent thefts of the 


valuable trees occurred at forest pre- 
serve land south of Palatine Road and 
east of Milwaukee Avenue near Wheeling 
and Mount Prospect. 


In the bottom land along the Des 


Plaines River, t'our stumps marked the 
spots 7S to 100-year-old tret'S had stood 
less than two months ago. 


Today there is a tangle of rotting lum- 


ber. 


Crabriel and Forester Norman "Beck" 


Beckman surveyed the damaiie. 


The walnuts had been 60 to 80 feet tall. 


Now they were on the ground in the 
snow, minus the 12 feet or so from the 
bottom. 


The thieves had knocked down the 


stately trees, ripped the "butt log" from 
the bottom and left everything from the 
first limb up to decay. 


Nothing will stand in the thieves' way. 


A hickory tree, probably 70 years old, 
had quickly been cut down because it 
was in the way of the walnuts. 


Gabriel explained that the thieves 


apparently had entered the preserve with 
their trucks through a small gate on Pal- 
atine Road. They then drove in about 
three-fourths of a mile along a bridle 
path. 


THERE THE destruction began. Still a 


good 300 feet from their intended prey, 
the bandits slashed a path through the 
heavily wooded area without concern for 


Victimized by a chain saw. 


the damage they were doing. 


They either drove over or cut down ev- 


erything in their way, leaving behind a 
trail of devastation. 


They went out the same way, appar- 


ently in a big hurry, for they left behind 
a prime cut of tree. Gabriel theorized the 
log fell off the truck on the way out and 
the hijackers either couldn't get it back 
on the truck or didn't have time. 


The log was left to decompose in the 


flooded low land. 


What the tree is worth to the thieves is 


one thing. Its value to the forest preserve 
is another. "It can't be replaced at any 
cost," Gabriel said. "I will take 80 years 
to grow another one." 


Each year the problem grows larger as 


the 
cost 
of 
the 
walnut 
increases. 


Throughout the Midwest the thefts in- 
crease every year. 


JERRY SOESBE, director of the Lake 


County Forest Preserve District said 
S12.000 worth of trees have been stolen 
this year from the 3,500 acres of district 
land in his county. 


Soesbe said lie has received many re- 


ports of thefts in Kane, McHenry and 
Winnebago counties. 


He said a log 35 inches in diameter and 


12 feet long could be worth as much as 
$1,000, depending on the quality of the 
wood. 


The thieves get away with their clan- 


destine activities through a combination 
of raw nerve, a shortage of manpower 
and public apathy, 


"They're brazen as hell," Gabriel said. 


Soesbe called them, "bold as brass." 


Whatever the terminology, the point is 


clear. The bandits, who most authorities 
agree probably are in the tree business 
but have lost their scruples, use hit-and- 
run tactics.

Where the tree robbers sell the logs is 


uncertain. 


Elmer Werhane, district forester for 


the U.S. Department of Conservation, 
said the bandits could have a mill saw 
the logs into lumber and sell it in that 
form, or they could dispose of it through 
a broker. 


Werhane said the broker usually buys 


the wood for a large mill in Indiana or 
on the East Coast or even in Germany. 


"Distance is no problem to them," 


Werhane said. 


The forester said most of the walnut 


ends up for veneer for use in furniture 
and wall paneling. The value of the log 
goes up each time it is handled, he said. 


WERHANE, WHO covers 200,000 acres 


in nine counties, said he could not esti- 
mate how many trees he has lost. "It's 
pretty tough to know about every tree in 
that much land," he explained. 


Manpower in the forest preserves is 


one of the problems. 


Hugh Donnelly, chief of the Cook Coun- 


ty rangers, said he has about 85 rangers 
to cover the 53,000 acres of district land. 


Those rangers patrol the district's land 


through the day and night. Donnelly was 
reluctant to admit, however, that the 
woods are virtually unprotected 
from 


midnight to 8 a.m. 


He said county, local and state police 


keep an eye on the woods during those 
hours, "We're seeking the cooperation of 
residents," Donnelly added. "Alertness is 
what counts." 


Soesbe also admitted Lake County does 


not patrol after midnight, except in areas 
hit hardest by tree bandits. 


He said he has worked out a rather 


extensive system of participation of resi- 
dents bordering the district's land to 
guard against the thefts. 


Generally, it is agreed it is nearly im- 


possible to catch the thieves, unless they 


are caught in the act.'. 


SOESBE, HOWEVER, is one of the few 


who can claim one apprehension. He said 
a Lake Zurich man has been arrested 
and bound over to the Lake County 
grand jury on charges of attempting to 
steal one of the giant trees. 


The man, reportedly involved legiti 


mately in the tree business, was arrested 
after police traced a truck registered to 
him. The truck, Soesbe said, was loaded 
with walnut and was found bogged down 
in the mud on forest preserve land. 


Conservationists and foresters through- 


out the Midwest reportedly are awaiting 
anxiously the disposition of the man's 
case. 


They are all hoping he, if convicted, is 


dealt a severe penalty to serve as a les- 
son to other thieves and those who are 
thinking of getting into the illegal, yet 
lucrative, business. 


Meanwhile, the thefts undoubtedly will 


continue. And they will not be limited to 
the public lands. 


Reports of thefts from private lands 


throughout the midwest filter in daily. 


Soesbe said he heard a 40-acre tract in 


Wisconsin was stripped of many walnuts 
in a single year. In Des Moines, Iowa, he 
said, someone stole a walnut from a city 
park. 


NUMEROUS reports tell of thefts from 


front lawns of homes while the occupants 
were away. 


The thieves apparently don't care who 


they steal from, either. 


Last week there was a report of the 


theft of four of the dark-grained hard- 
woods from a wooded lot in Wisconsin 
owned by a Deerfield, 111., man. 


The man said he visited his plot 


recently to find the giant trees sawed off 
at the base.

Both stamps, a $1 and a $2 denomination, 
emphasize Canadian urban life and were 
designed by Reinhard Derreth of Van- 
couver. 


A view of Vancouver's skyline appears 


on the $1 stamp. The third largest city in 
Canada, Vancouver has a total metro- 
politan population of 1,071,081 and is the 
largest and most important Candian sea- 
port on the Pacific coast. The city was 
named by Sir William Van Horn* of the 
Candian Pacific Railroad aft<* Captain 
George Vancouver who had expicred the 
area in 1792. 


Quebec, featured on the $2 stamp, is 


the olest city in Canada and was founded 
by Samuel de Champlain in 1608. In- 
corporated as a city in 1832, it is an im- 
portant eastern seaport and capital of 
the province of Quebec. There are 476,236 
people within its metropolitan area. 


The SI stamp replaces one in use since

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From A Pupil To Teacher, All In Des Plaines

Sue Bower would rather fight than 


switch sides. Sides of the classroom, that 
is. 


For 13 years she was on the students' 


side in Des Plaines' classrooms, For the 
past seven weeks, she has been on the 
teachers' side. 


But not as a teacher -- as a student 


teacher at Cumberland School. To Sue, 
there's not much difference. 


"1 really feel like a teacher. Going 


back to college and being a student again 
for a few more weeks until graduation is 
going to be anti-climatic. I feel I'm 
ready now to go out and run my own 
classroom," she said. 


A senior majoring in elementary edu- 


cation at Northern Illinois University, 
Sue moved to Des Plaines at the age of 
four. 


THE DAUGHTER of Mr. and Mrs. H. 


C. Bower of 380 Oak St.. she attended 
North School. Chippewa Junior High and 
Maine West High School. At a recent stu- 
dent teacher orientation meeting, she 
recognized her kindergarten principal — 
Robert Cowell. now an assistant superin- 
tendent 
in Des Plaines 
Elementary 


School Dist. 62. 


After Easter. Sue will abandon her les- 


son plans, chalk and red marking pens 
until September, when she "can't wait" 
to become a full-time elementary school 
teacher. 


The job market for teachers is a tight 


one. Sue plans to apply to as many 
school districts as possible and is willing 
to take whatever they offer. 


The 21-year-old hopes to bring to her 


classroom and students what she has 
learned in college, from her cooperating 
teacher at Cumberland, from her Cum- 
berland stttd&nts, from her fellow student 
teachers, from full-time teachers, from 
Dist. 62 and from her own sclf-eval- 
uation. 


Sue^feels Northern prepared her well 


for her student teaching duties. In addi- 
tion to nearly three years of theory and 
method education courses, she had expe- 
rience observing and teaching in DeKalb 
schools before coming to Cumberland. 


"I DIDN'T feel like I was coming to 


Des fiaines cold," Sue said. However, 
she 
found 
her cooperating 
teacher, 


Charles Scharf. to be "unconventional" 
and her fifth grade students to be the 
same. 


"Mr. Scharf let me follow my own 


course. He runs a very lenient and per- 
missive class and he treated me the 
same. He let me do everything on my 
own. He encouraged me to take over the 
teaching of courses as I thought I could 
handle them. As a result, f went faster 
than the guidelines suggest. I was so 
anxious . .. and yet I think I was open to 
his suggestions," Sue said. 


"The biggest problem I expected to en- 


counter was convincing the children to 
treat me like a teacher, not a student 
teacher. But my cooperating teache.- en- 
couraged the kids to come to me the 
minute I arrived. He made me respon- 
sible, and as a result made it easier for 
the children to accept my role. They nev- 
er said to me. "You're not my teacher so 
I don't have to do what you say," she 
explained. 


Scharf didn't criticize her teaching, 


Sue said, "but he offered me a lot of 
advice and suggestions about how ti im- 
prove. He seemed to appreciate I was 
here, doing my best,"

teaching load, "he was hardly ever in 
the classroom," Sue said. "I was glad 
because it made me feel like I was 
completely responsible. And they knew 
it. I'll admit in the beginning there were 
a couple times when I got panicky and 
wished he had been around more," she 
added. 


Scharf's 
classroom 
was 
"unstruc- 


tured" when Sue took over. "It would 
have been easier to move into a class- 
room that was more organized and fol- 
lowed a day-to-day pattern. But this was 
more of a challenge," she said. 


"It works for him, but in the beginning 


it didn't really work for me. I knew that 
I couldn't come in and change the whole 
learning process the kids were used to, 
but I also knew that I would have to in- 
troduce a little more structure until I got 
on my feet," Sue explained. 


For example, Sue said she found 


Scharf was not very particular about 
when his students completed their as- 
signments, as long as they completed 
them. "I was a little stricter about that, 
I had to be until I got to know the kids 
and their strengths and weaknesses," 
she explained. 


She said she also found Scharf would 


spend a lot of time "goofing around" 
with the students and talking to them 
about their problems. 


"I had trouble getting close to the kids 


at first. I think they resented me because 
they are so close to Scharf. Also, I think 
children tend to relate more to male 
teachers. Often it may be the only male 
teacher they've ever had. But they soon 


accepted me and realized that I wasn't a 
replacement, only a temporary substi- 
tute," Sue said. 


The college senior added she admired 


Scharf's rapport with the students.' "I 
think it's vory important that a teacher 
relate on a one-to-one basis to his stu- 
dents, as long as he has the upper hand. 
The more a teacher can get a student to 
talk to him the better. 


"There's no reason why students can't 


think of teachers as human beings, even 
friends. We're not so far above the kids. 
It's important they respect and listen to 
us, but it's also important we please 
each other. And the closer we are, the 
more we'll want to," Sue said. 


Among the most interesting subjects 


she shared with her Cumberland fifth 
graders was a first aid and safety unit 
("We made first aid kits. The Des 
Plaines Fire Department paid us a visit 
and the kids had a ball bandaging each 
other."); a science unit about the earth's 
changing surface ("The kids built geo- 
graphical models. They decorated bulle- 
tin boards. A couple of them performed 
an imaginary radio interview, reporting 
eye witness accounts of an earthquake,") 
and a movie and newspaper unit. 


In addition to her classroom duties, 


Sue attended PTA and faculty meetings, 
supervised lunchrooms and hallways and 
worked with students in Dist. 62s special 
reading program. 


SHE ALSO HAD weekly meetings with 


the six other student teachers at Cum- 
berland. "In the beginning we used to 
talk about our boyfriends. Then we start- 
ed comparing ideas and teaching experi- 


ences Pretty soon all we talked about 
was our kids," Sue joked. 


"We all agreed some of our students 


were smarter than us But we also 
agreed there's nothing wrong with the in- 
quiry process — if a student asked me a 
question I didn't know the answer to, I 
would just suggest where he could find 
the answer. I don't think a teacher 
should give the image she knows every- 
thing. Kids understand teachers are 
sometimes wrong," Sue said. 


She found the full-time teachers at 


Cumberland to be "just as helpful" as 
her cooperating teacher. 


She found Dist. 62 to be "moderate" 


but "willing to accept change." Sue is 
"very sorry" to leave. "There are so 
many more things T would like to accom- 
plish. A couple months are long enough 
just to see what teaching is all about and 
long enough to become attached to the 
kids, but not long enough to really get 
involved in teaching I'm anxious " 


Someday she hopes to have a student 


teacher of her own "I'm sure I'll need 
some fresh ideas. I think cooperating 
teachers can learn as much from us as 
we can learn from them. And it would be 
nice to have the free time someday to 
work on other things," Sue said. 


"I'D BE HAPPY to have a student 


teacher. I know how important it was to 
me. I hope I am never so insecure I am 
reluctant to turn my class over to a stu- 
dent teacher. I hope I'll be open-minded 
enough to accept and help one," she 
added. 


With or without a student teacher 


"there's nothing like working with chil- 


dren" to Sue. "I never dreaded getting 
up to teach. Everyday at least 10 little 
incidents would happen to make me feel 
good. I had 30 kids and each of them had 
something to project. They made me feel 
so full inside. I'll miss them," she said.

ment In the U.S. Senate for the 
rights of women. 


The Senate, perhaps today, will 


begin consideration of the Equal 
R i g h t s Amendment which, if 
adopted by a two-thirds vote of 
Senate and by 38 state legislatures, 
w i l l 
constitutionally 
guarantee 


women's rights — rights which 
should have been guaranteed years 
ago. 


The proposed amendment reads: 


"Equality of rights under the law 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state 


on account of sex." It restricts only 
governmental action and activities 
covered by state and federal laws. 


Backers of the bill — ranging 


from the United Auto Workers to 
the National Organization of Wom- 
en (is'OVV)—-fear that the proposal 
will be crippled by amendments 
designed to force the bill back into 
committee. 


We support the amendment, and 


the Senate battle deserves public 
attention. The issue of a con- 
stitutional amendment has been 
pursued by women by 48 years; its 
time is long, long overdue.

A woman who bears a child out of wed- 


lock generally has not the means to care 
for and feed it properly and earn a living 
at the same time. A woman who goes 
through the ordeal and pain of pregnancy 
and childbirth to have the child taken 
from her for adoption is horribly scarred 
for life. A married woman who is unable 
to use conventional means of birth con- 
trol and conceives more children than 
the family can afford is heartbroken at 
the prospect of taking food out of the 
mouths of the children she already has in 
order to feed a new mouth. These people 
have no power or political clout. Most of 
them are not depraved or heartless. We 
have all heard of the term "punishment 
baby," which means the new mother is 
supposed to learn her lesson by having 
the baby rather than getting rid of it. 
Who really gets punished, the mother or 
the baby? 


Years ago, Ethel Kennedy wrote an ar- 


ticle for Look magazine in which she 
stated that it should be possible for every 
child to be a wanted child. How right she 
is. Abortion reform is a poor solution to 
be sure, but the only viable one at pre- 
sent. Hopefully, we will become enlight- 
ened enough to make abortion obsolete. 


Japan and Czechoslovakia have had 


abortion on. demand for years and have 
suffered no corresponding moral decline. 
Instead, they have been able to raise the 
standard of living for their people. I am 
not talking about material luxuries here, 
but the right to the basic necessities of 
life; food, clothing, and shelter. Perhaps 
we could take a lesson from Sweden, 
where children born out of wedlock and 
their mothers are not stigmatized, but 
given a subsidy instead. Canada has a 
subsidy for children, too. Since the 
"Friends of the Fetus'' never mention 
any constructive alternatives. I believe 
their main concern is to keep women 
down, rather than to keep life sacred.

WHEN YOU GUYS FINISH

NEW YORK (UPI) - There's an eco- 


nomic maxim that says: "You can't get 
something for nothing." 


It applies to anti-pollution measures as 


well as anything else. Jobs and corporate 
profits will suffer, at least in the short 
term. And here are some gut examples: 


PPG Industries, 
Pittsburgh, an- 


nounced last May 21 it would suspend 
some production operations at its Bar- 
berton, Ohio chemical complex by the 
end of 1972 because it couldn't operate 
them economically within environmental 
control requirements, Jt was done de- 
spite recent expenditures of $10 million 
to meet those standards, One thousand 
jobs were involved. 


On Jan. 12 Weyerhauser Co, announced 


it was closing down its sulfite pulp plant 
hi Everett, Wash., because it was not 
economically feasible to make it comply 
with pollution requirements. Some 330 
jobs were on the tine. 


SIMPSON LEE Paper Co. blamed the 


high cost of satisfying new environmen- 
tal requirements for its shutdown of an 
80-year-old pulp and paper mill in Ever- 
ett, Wash. It employed about 750. 


Olin Corp. closed down a soda-ash op- 


eration in Saltville, Vii. because of pollu- 
tion problems after spending $8 million 
to comply. Prom 414 to 747 employes 
were involved. 


Kennecott Copper Corp., the nation's 


largest copper producer, will spend more 
than $100 million to meet federal air 
quality standards, according to its presi- 
dent, Frank ft. Milliken. He said the gov- 
ernment and public are fooling them- 
selves if they believe these costs can be 
passed along to consumers. Properties 
that can't produce at n profit within pre- 
vailing prices, said Milliken, have no al- 


ternative but to close. Kenneeott oper- 
ates smelters in Arizona, Nevada, New 
Mexico and Utah. 


One of the dourest comments about the 


effects of anti-pollution measures came 
Feb. 25 from Richard Gerstenberg, 
chairman of General Motors Corp. Fed- 
eral pollution standards may price cars 
out of the reach of people who not only 
want them but need them for daily activ- 
ities, Gerstenberg told a Chicago au- 
dience, 


WHILE MUCH of what industry is say- 


ing is defensive in posture, and some of 
it exaggerated, it does underscore the 
point that the cost of cleaner air and wa- 
ter has to be paid by someone. And the 
consumer always has been the one to 
bear the load, directly or indirectly, 
through higher prices, lower stock divi- 
dends or less employment. 


A government report released March 


12 which analyzed 12,000 plants in 14 in- 
dustries estimated the cost of air and 
water pollution control between now and 
1976 at about $32.6 billion dollars. Ap- 
proximately 200-300 of the plants sur- 
veyed would be closed because of this 
cost and job losses would run from 50,000 
to 125,000, it estimated. 


The study noted that the cost of in- 


stituting such controls, a non-productive 
item in most cases, would increase 
prices, cut profits, spur imports, slow 
down exports, lower the Gross National 
Product through 1976 and hurt the coun- 
try's balance of payments by $700 million 
annually through 1976, 


A dismal prospect, you say. Not neces- 


sarily, Material damage from air pollu- 
tants alone is estimated at $16 billion per 
year. And that doesn't even figure in 
your health or aesthetic enjoyment of 
life.

Security Under emphasized: Expert 
Computer Tapes Need Protection, Too 


All too often American business is fig- 


uratively locking the front door to its 
computer room but leaving the back door 
wide open. 


That's the report of Eugene Fuss, chief 


security engineer for Honeywell's com- 
mercial division. The division has manu- 
facturing and engineering facilities in 
Arlington Heights. 


Speaking before a recent seminar in 


Chicago on computer security sponsored 
by the American Management Associ- 
ation, Fuss said prime emphasis has 
been on protecting the computer itself 
"Yet computer tapes are far more valu- 
able. Information on most tapes is often 
irreplaceable and priceless," he said. 


"Accounts receivable, customer lists, 


sales figures, market projections — loss 
of this taped information would be devas- 
tating. In fact, many companies would 
be forced out of business if their comput- 
er tapes were destroyed," Fuss said. 


He sees the problem from three angles. 


"We build computers, we use them ex- 
tensively, and we manufacture security 
systems," Fuss said. 


Illinois Fraternal 
Unit Meeting Here 


The annual meeting of the Illinois Fra- 


ternal Congress is today and Friday at 
Arlington Park Towers in Arlington 
Heights. 


W. H. Hougham, director and agency 


manager of the Modern Woodmen of 
America, and Otto Liebiech Jr., of Wood- 
men of the World of Omaha, are co- 
chairmen of the field section of the Illi- 
nois Fraternal Congress. 


While companies guard their comput- 


ers with all sorts • of electronic para- 
phvnalia, they often protect the tapes 
with nothing more than a padlock, Fuss 
said. He recommends looking on the 
tapes as the most valuable asset of the 
company. "No company would leave 
$100,000 in an unlocked room. Yet com- 
puter tapes are often put in a basement 
storeroom or stashed away in some 
closet," he said. 


Computer tapes should be kept in a 


vault and the vault protected with locks 
and electronic watchdogs, Fuss said. 
"Screen the entire area with electronic 
surveillance systems, then use high-fre- 
quency sound or radar inside the vault. 


"Sound or radar won't harm the tapes, 


but they will spot an intruder. They'll 
even ferret out the stay-behind — the 
culprit who hides until everyone's gone, 
then goes to work," said Fuss. 


Hard Hat Saves His Lite; 
Noiv He's A Firm Believer 


"The funny thing about it is that before 


it happened I'd had a showdown over 
wearing a hard hat," recalled George 
Petersdorff, an Illinois Bell Telephone 
construction lineman. 


' ' O u r company's safety inspector 


caught me without one. I argued for a 
while but lost." 


Six months later on Jan. 17 Pe- 


tersdorff, of 220 S. Greelejv Palatine, 
was working on a trenching project in 
the Northgate subdivision of Arlington 
Heights. The wind was gusting up to 40 
miles an hour. 


While Petersdorff was talking to the 


foreman on a housing project about an 
obstacle in the path of the trench, he was 
knocked to the ground by a 70-pound 
piece of waterlogged and frozen wall 
board that had been torn loose by the 
wind. The board hit the back of his hard 
hat, broke into pieces and continued an- 
other 50 feet. 


"All I wanted to know," Petersdorff 


said, "was who'd hit me I had a head- 


ache for three weeks you wouldn't be- 
lieve." 


The headache was all; no concussion, 


not even a scratch. The hard hat had a 
four-inch break in it 


Thursday, Feb 
24, Petersdorff re- 


ceived the national turtle award, which 
is given to workers of any company who 
escape serious injury through the use of 
a hard hat. Petersdorff is the first Illi- 
nois Bell employee to receive the award. 


With the award Petersdorff became a 


member of the turtle club, which has 
11,932 members throughout the nation. 


"Undoubtedly the hard hat saved him 


from being a vegetable or even from 
death," said F. P. Nester, Illinois Bell 
north suburban safety inspecor. It was 
Nester who had ordered Petersdorff to 
wear the hat 


What does Petersdorff think about 


hard hats now? 


"You couldn't get it away from me," 


he said.

Population Center Ot U.S. 
West Of Mississippi In 1980 


The exact population center of the 


United States in 1980 — for the first time 
in the nation's history — will be west of 
the Mississippi River. 


"That will put mid-America where it 


should be — right smack in the nation's 
heartland," says William A. Reasoner, 
president and chief executive officer of 
Waddell & Reed, Inc., Kansas City-based 
national financial services complex. 


Waddell & Reed, whose research de- 


partment projected the 1980 center in a 
new study, manages and sponsors the 
United Funds, Inc. and United Continen- 
tal group of mutual funds with assets of 
approximately $2.7 billion and more than 
500,000 shareholder accounts. United In- 
vestors Life Insurance Co., with over $1 
billion of life insurance in force, is also 
part of the Waddell & Reed complex. 


"The 1980 dot — known officially as the 


demographic center of the nation — will 
be in Jefferson County, Missouri, near 
the town of Pevely. Pevely, a typical 
small American town, is about 25 miles 
south of St. Louis and six miles west of 
the Mississippi River, the traditional 
E a s t-West dividing line," Reasoner 
points out. 


"It is more than a mere titular honor 


for a place to be pinpointed as the popu- 
lation center of the country. It is also an 
indication of the real growth potential for 
the surrounding area. Pevely, for ex- 
ample, is located in a region that is ex- 
pected to grow significantly during the 
rest of this decade as St. Louis suburban 


development radiates outward." 


In 1960, Jefferson County had a popu- 


lation of 66,377. This grow to 105,647 in 
1970 — an average annual increase of 
about 4.8 per cent. As development con- 
tinues, Reasoner notes, Jefferson Coun- ' 
ty's population can be expected to reach 
the 200,000 level by 1980. 


"Retail trade in the county totaled 


roughly $116 million in 1971 — up' sig- 
nificantly from below $61 million in 
1963," Reasoner notes. 


Reasoner points out that every 10 


years the Census Bureau — using a com- 
plicated mathematical formula — de- 
cides on the nation's exact demographic 
center. This is the point at which an 
imaginary flat, weightless and rigid map 
of the United States would balance if 
weights of identical size were placed on 
it, so that each represented the location 
of one person on the day on which the 
decennial census is concluded. 


The current population center — deter- 


mined in 1970 — is in a field on a farm 
about five miles east-southeast of the 
town of Mascoutah, 111. Like all of the 
previous centers, it is marked by a 
plaque — this one dedicated by Com- 
merce Secretary Maurice Stans on May 
16,1971. 


' ' T h e significant upcoming move 


across the Mississippi reflects the basic 
economic soundness of the region. It is 
an area populated by people who have a 
strong, abiding belief in the future of the 
economy.—in the future of the nation," 
Reasoner says.

Cardinal Gagers Surprised Coach...

The Arlington basketball team was 


only supposed to have one player of any 
worth this past season — Ken Peters. 
That's what some experts thought. 


Because of this, they tabbed the Car- 


dinals to have a down year. But they 
failed to figure on one very key factor — 
the coaching ability of George Zigman. 


The Cardinals, guided by the winning- 


est coach in the Herald area over the 
past four years (70-26), proved an ag- 
gressive gang of ball players. They fin- 
ished with a 15-7 record — the lowest 
number of wins by a Zigman-coached Ar- 
lington team. However, this record would 
have been a banner year for most other 
coaches. 


Arlington, according to both Zigman 


and most who had seen them, were prob- 
ably just a big man away from a fantas- 
tic season — an MSL title, a holiday 
tourney title and doing something in the 
state tournament. Despite the lack of 
size (nobody over 8-3 started), the Cards' 
quickness and speed helped make up for 
it. 


"I'm proud of them because they were 


in the 22 games they played," said Zig- 
man. "Despite the fact that we didn't 
have any big kids, 1 can't remember 
back in any of the 22 games that anyone 
embarrassed us." 


The Cardinals might have made some 


noise in the Centralia Tournament, but 
some of the team was slowed by the flu. 
They finished .with the second best 
record in the MSL and gave gigantic 
Mersey two terrific tussles before falling. 


However, the most crushing blow came 


in the Wheeling Regional Tournament. 


"These kids gave me a helluva effort," 


said Jlgman of the Deertield loss. "They 
(Warriors') had to shoot almost DO per 
cent from the floor and then they just 
barely beat us. I was hoping they'd have 
a taste of success, but it wasn't in the 
chips." 


Speaking of chips, Zigman had one 


blue chipper in Peters. The 6-2 jumping- 
jack senior guard was expected to ac- 
count for a large chunk of the offense 
and he did just that with a 23.6 average 


— the best in the Herald area. 


"One of his good points was that he 


paid the price to get himself ready," said 
Zigman. "Since he's been a freshman at 
Arlington, he's been a 12-month shooter." 


Peters finished 10th among all-time 


MSL scoring leaders with 475 points. 


"Mike, Timmy and Terry were my 


most pleasant surprises," said Zigman 
while referring to Cleveland, Will and 


(One in a series of reviews of varsity 


basketball seasons at schools in the Her- 
ald circulation area.) 
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Ormsbce, respectively. "When you're go- 
ing with three or four other kids that 
don't have much experience, somewhere 
along the line someone's going to have to 
be a surnrse for you to have a successful 
season." 


Will finished with a 12.5 scoring aver- 


age, but what he did for his team in 
rebounds, assists, defense and hustle tot- 
led 100 per cent. His team play helped 
gain for him all-conference honors along 
with Peters. 


Two players — Cleveland and Ormsbee 


— came along a little slower than the 
rest of the starters because they had 
starred in football. When the pair 


rounded into shape, they gave Zigman 
everything they had just as his other 
starters had done. 


Working with Peters throughout the 


season in the backcourt was Jim Hop- 
kins. A senior like all the other starters, 
Hopkins "was about as good a defensive 
ballplayer as I had," said Zigman. 
"Whenever we'd assign him to some- 
body, he's do a pretty good job." 


Bill Grandt started ahead of Ormsbee 


the first half and "did a job on the 
boards for me as well as carrying about 
a 10-point average," said Zigman. 


As far as finishing highest in the MSL 


for Arlington in different categories, 
these were the top performers besides 
Peters in scoring: 


Will in field goal accuracy (47.3), Pe- 


ters in free throw accuracy (81.5), and 
assists (3.3) and Cleveland in rebounding 
(10.1). 


Although Zigman had one star return- 


ing from last year's team, that won't be 
the case next year. This could pose some 
problems for this very successful coach 
(111-43 lifetime). 


"Of course, we're going to be green 


again," said Zigman. "We're going to 
have a different type of ball club. I 
would say we're going to do less running 
and shooting." 


Doing the quarterbacking will probably 


be Bob Bunn. He played in 15 varsity 
games-and could be joined in the back- 
court by Jim Stull, according to Zigman. 


Three other juniors who could see plen- 


ty of action are Dave Sherrow (6-3), 
John Ramsey (64) and Don Hammond 
(5-10). 


There are also five fine sophomore 


prospects in Dan Donahue (e-SVa), Jeff 
Cleveland (6-3), Steve Loughman, Doug 
Doppke, Denny O'Connell and Doug Bet- 
ters. 


Finally, freshman Jerry DeSimonc — 


tabbed another potential John Brodnan 
or Ken Peters by Zigman — could also 
figure in the varsity plans before the 
1972-73 year is through. 


AH in all, Arlington appears to be in 


pretty good shape again next year. 
That's bad news again for the opposition.

'Dignified Death' Movement Grows

NEW YORK - In the past century, 


death has become a more hideous show 
than Matthew Arnold every imagined 


Today the crowded room is an over- 


stuffed hospital ward, doctors and nurses 
arc the whisperers, the friends who come 
and gape do so only during visiting hours 
— and the ceremonious air of gloom Is 
often punctuated by the modern tubes 
and lubes and sedations and aerations 
that science has designed to prolong the 
show one more agonizing act. 


Death, never a comfortable thought, 


has taken on new horror It remains the 
terrible, inevitable unknown Now also, it 
often denies the victim even final dig- 
nity. Of the 2 million Americans who will 
die this year, almost 70 per cent will do 
so in hospitals, a good many of them 
hooked up to machines that will record 
electronically the very last, frustrated, 
harassed heartbeat. 


ARCHBISHOP Fulton J. Sheen said it 


the other day. He's 76 years old "I 
pray," he told a religious gathering in 
Texas, "that I wilt drop dead before I'm 
80" 


Increasing numbers of people seem to 


agree with the Archbishop In the space 
of a dozen months the subject of "dying 
right" has become part of polite conver- 
sation in many parts of the country.

classes on the morbid matter The Flor- 
ida legislature is considering a bill that 
would permit physicians to allow incur- 
able patients to expire In peace 


A Milwaukee judge recently ruled that 


an elderly patient had the right to refuse 
leg amputation, even though It meant her 
death from gangrene. 


And newspaper readers have become 


familiar with "mercy killing" stones — 
like the 79-year-old New Jersey scientist 
who shot himself, his ailing wife and 
their 49-year-old Mongoloid son 


SO FAR, the interest in and activity 


surrounding "death with dignity" is 
mostly unorganized, mostly personalized 
But there is at least one group at the 
center of the subject: the Euthanasia 
Society of America. 


Euthanasia is a Greek derivative 


Spare me the whispering, crowded room, 


The friends who come and gape and go, 


The ceremonious air of gloom — 


All, which makes death a hideous show. 


—Matthew Arnold, 1867 


meaning "good death " Thus the society 
is composed of mostly middle-aged to el- 
derly people (6,000 members vs. 600 two 
years ago) who think human beings have 
the right to die gracefully. They advo- 
cate neither suicide nor murder, but be- 
lieve simply in honorable death without 
hopeless deterioration 


One advocate, a Brooklyn housewife, 


explains euthanasia thus. "It was my 
mother. She was 89 when she died and 
she suffered for three years in the end. 
Her bones got so brittle they'd break 
when she walked. She had to be kept in 
bed and jammed full of drugs, I tell you, 
I'm not ashamed to admit it, I wanted to 
put a pill in her mouth and kill her fast. I 
don't ever want to suffer like that my- 
self." 


To some, such talk seems radical, al- 


most irresponsible. But cuthanasicists 
see it quite the opposite. Mrs. Henry J 
Mali, president of the euthanasia move- 
ment, is a quiet 69, hardly a radical She 
goes by her husband's name, she has an 
English crust to her conversation, she is 
vastly more tradition than today And so 
it is, she says, good death is not some- 
thing new, something revolutionary, it is 
an ancient and honorable convention to 
which she would like society to return. 


SAYS SHE: "There used to be a tradi- 


tion to death. Remember Sir Walter 
Raleigh, doomed to execution, writing In 
the Tower of London about 'Ob eloquent, 
just and mighty death.' What spirit he 
had And before that, in early Greece*, 
death was an art, to be done properly. 
Euthanasia was the thing back then." 


To be sure. Euthanasia was so much 


the thing back then that early Greeks 
were expected to take poison when they 
became too old to serve society. Perhaps 
the idea was one of dignified ritualism. 
But it was also because people believed, 
as did Euripides: "I hate those men who 
prolong their lives by food and drink and 
charms of magic art They ought... to 
quit this life and clear the way for 
youth " 


For her part, Mrs. Mali doesn't believe 


in euthanasia for the purpose of making 
way for kids. She says the emphasis on 
youth is one of the reasons people are 
dying so badly today "Our whole culture 
today is dedicated to youth and vigor. 
We haven't 'time to think about dying. 
We have lost our tradition of death." 


THERE ARE, to be sure, millions who 


think death traditions should remain lost. 
The idea of euthanasia, the idea of not 
doing all possible to save people — even 


for a few more days — seems un-Ameri- 
can and even un-Greek (Hippocrates and 
all that) 
Critics remember another 


proponent of euthanasia, Adolf Hitler, 
who slaughtered 100,000 ill, elderly and 
crippled Germans from 1939 to 1941. Crit- 
ics also wonder what euthanasia does to 
the old ethic Where there's life, there's 
hope 


Till, the euthanasicists believe theirs is 


the humane way They feel most termi- 
nally ill people would rather die quickly 
than slowly They do not advocate active 
euthanasia (mercy killing) but passive 
("pulling the plug on some poor soul tied 
to a machine") To this end the Eu- 
thanasia Society has distributed 60,000 
documents called "living wills " 


Those who sign the wills notify their 


physicians that, "I do not fear death as 
much as I fear the indignity of deteriora- 
tion," thus "If there is no reasonable 
expectation for my recovery 
. 
I 


request I be allowed to die " 


In other words, sad, "spare me the 


hideous show "

But my employer wouldn't accept 
the plate and Insisted I get a duplicate 
card. Why wouldn't he just use the num- 
ber shown on the plate? 


A—The number on your metal plate 


could be wrong. If your employer had 
accepted this number and it was wrong, 
your earnings would be reported under a 
wrong number. Then If you or members 
of your family needed to apply for bene- 
fits, there could be some delay or diffi- 
culty in getting credit for the earnings 
because they had been incorrectly re- 
ported. 


Q-NEXT MONTH 1 will be moving, 


but I'm not sure of the exact day. How 
late in the month can I notify social se- 
curity of my new address and still get 
my next check at my new home? 


A—Generally, if you notify us by the 


15th of the month, your check for the 
following month will be issued to your 
new address. And it's a good idea to noti- 
fy your post office, too.

Women want in. Until now, the Jayeees 


have been limited to men, between 21 
and 35, and the by-laws specifically state 
that no women can become members. 


"I think," Au says, "that a fraternal

But I just had the unpleasant duty of 
having to revoke the charter of one chap- 
ter (in Rochester, N Y ) which went 
against the by-laws and voted to accept 
women There are bound to be repercus- 
sions." 


SINCE HE assumed office, Au has 


been leading the fight to lower the min- 
imum membeiship age to 18, figuring 
that if young men can vote, they ought to 
be allowed to be Jayeees. 


The Jayeees — they were the U.S Ju- 


nior Chamber of Commerce until they of- 
ficially changed their name in '65 — is 
trying to live down its old "young execu- 
tive" label Today, they encompass men 
from all walks of life, and there's even a 
big movement to enroll men in prison. 


The common denominator of them all 


is their desire to do good works, on com- 
munity, national and, lately, inter- 
national levels This can range from 
projects involving ecology and drugs and 
prison reform to a group of the boys get- 
ting together to repaint the home of a 
bedridden 85-year-old woman and the 
sponsorship of local beauty pageants. 


AU, AS president for a year, had to 


move here, to Tulsa, where the Jayeees 
have their headqurters and maintain a 
home for the president. Although Au dip- 
lomatically says lie likes Tulsa and 
thinks that Oklahomans are "great," he 
also says that as soon as his term is up, 
he'll head home to Hawaii. 


His great-grandfather emigrated to 


Hawaii from China and founded Hawaii's 
first Chinese-English newspaper. Ronald 
Au's father was a farmer, and Ronald 
got his first taste of organizational suc- 
cess when he became president of 
Hawaii's Four-H Club as a boy. 


He was in his mid-20s when he became 


a Jaycee, and at first he was very 
unenthusiastic about the group. He rare- 
ly attended meetings and considered it a 
"do-nothing" organization. 


Then his chapter, made up mostly of 


Hawauans of Chinese ancestry, got inter- 
ested in a mental health project. He was 
swept up in the work and became a dedi- 
cated member. He was elected president 
at a convention in Portland, Ore., after a 
white-hot, 14-hour election. 


His victory was a triumph for those 


who wanted a minority member to win. 
Au says the organization is now fully in- 
tegrated, with the last state (Mississippi) 
coming around and permitting black 
members. 


His greatest moment came shortly af- 


ter he won the high office. A black mem- 
ber from a Virginia chapter came up to 
him, put his arm on his shoulder and 
said, "I'm glad one of us made it." 


Au is glad, too.

Tile Flooring Ideal For Limited-Budget Handyman 


With cost of labor going up more and 


more, people are turning to the tile form 
of resilient floor covering. Sheet material 
is simply too unwieldy for the in- 
experienced installer. 


The smaller square tile is simple lo 


handle and manufacturers are making it 
easier to put down. 


Even «mong tiles you will find some 


easier to work with than others; The vin- 
yl-asbestos tiles have become very popu- 
lar — they can be used almost every- 
where, can be cut without heating and 


are used with adhesives that are quite 
easy to apply. 


Most of the adhesives for this kind of 


tile can be spread with a paint brush. 
Some vinyl-asbestos tiles are available 
with adhesive already on. A peel-off 
backing leaves the tile ready. 


This material, used with the proper ad- 


hesives, also is safe to put down directly 
on concrete floors that are at grade or 
below grade. 


The chief concern with this kind of tile 


is that it is so flexible it will take on the 


shape and contours of the surface below 
it. This makes proper preparation even 
more important. 


OLD SURFACES should be sanded ab- 


solutely smooth. Holes should be filled. 


On wood floors made up of narrow 


floorboards you will have lines showing 
through unless you use an underlayment 
of some kind. Asphalt saturated felt pa- 
per is used on most floors. On single 
wood floors (one layer of boards rather 
than two) or on floors with wide (more 
than four-inch) floorboards it is best to 
have a layer of hardboard or quarter- 


inch plywood. 


Don't buy the four-by-eight-foot sheets. 


They are too hard to handle. For under- 
layment get them four feet square. 


Use a coated nail or screw type nail so 


that they will not pull out. Make certain 
no heads are above surface. 


Concrete floors should be-thoroughly 


cleaned, then closely examined for 
cracks. Cracks should be filled and 
smoothed. Use a latex patching cement 
rather than conventional cement-and- 
sand. 


You can put tile down over a painted 


floor if the paint was rubber based or 
latex paint. Oil based paints must be re- 
moved. 


Resilient floor tile can be put down 


over older floors or similar material if 
the old floor is in sound condition. Do not 
tile over cork, or linoleum, however, and 
check maker's instructions. 


Use latex patching cement to fill 


cracks, holes and irregular spots in the 
old covering.

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The Lighter Side 
Should The Congress License Muckraking? 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The ITT hear- 


ings in the Senate have brought about a 
revival of the term "muckraker." 


It was resurrected by critics of colum- 


nist Jack Anderson, usually preceded by 
two or more descriptive adjectives. 


For the benefit of young readers who 


may not be familiar with such quaint ar- 
got, perhaps a bit of clarification is in 
order. 


It should be understood at the outset 


that muckraking is not necessarily the 
same thing as ruckmaking, although the 
two activities may occasionally overlap. 


A ruck is. of course a heap or a pile. 


So if a muckraker rakes muc£ into heaps 
or piles, he perforce becomes a ruckma- 
ker. 


IP. HOWEVER, the muck is raked into 


rows, then it obviously has no connection 
with ruekmaking. 


All clear on that? Very well. 
The term was applied to Anderson in 


connection with his allegations involving 
the International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Corp., which is a conglomerate. 


Since a conglomerate is, in effect, a 


heap or pile of companies, Anderson pre- 
sumably would qualify as a ruckmuckra- 
ker. Or, if you prefer, a muckruckmaker,

12>4 p.m, 


So much for definitions. Now let us ex- 


amine the process of muckraking as it 
has developed in the U.S.A. 


FOR ANYONE contemplating a career 


as a muckraker, the most important step 
is obtaining the right equipment. In this 
area, the principal supplier is the firm of 
Steffans Sinclair, builders of high quality 
muckrakes since 1903. 


"In the old days, all of our muckrakes 


were custom-made and hand-tooled," 
Silas Underhand, the retail sales man- 
ager told me. "They really got the job 
done. 


"Today, in contrast, many of our cus- 


tomers are rank amateurs. Some of them 
couldn't hit the Teapot Dome with a fine- 
. toothed muckrake. 


"They come in here and grab a muck- 


rake off the rack without even reading 
the instructions. Then when they try to 
use it, they get mired down. They don't 
seem to realize that muckraking can 
backfire if you don't know what you're 
doing." 


I said, "are you suggesting that Con- 


gress should enact some sort of control 


law to keep muckrakes from falling into 
the wrong hands?" 


"Exactly. I'm saying it should be ille- 


gal to rake much without a license." j 


In my judgment, that would be taking 


it too far. Maybe there have been 
abuses, but unrestricted muckraking re- 
mains our best defense against buckpass- 
ing.

"There are several basic pointers that 


every homeowner should know, whether 
he is moving across the country — or 
just across town," said Goss. "One of the 
first things to find out — and remember 
— is that all interstate movers are regu- 
lated by the federal government and all 
have the same shipping rates, insurance 
costs and mileage charts. This means 
that if you check with ABC Movers and 
XYZ Movers, you will find both quoting 
the same cost per pound and the same 
mileage figues on a long-distance move. 


"The competition between movers then 


narrows down to service. Each tries to 
outdo the other in hopes that if you 
called them once, you'll call them again 
on your next move," Goss said. 


An initial step, he said, is to get esti- 


mates from several companies. "Each 
will send a specialist out to inventory 
and itemize everything in the house — 
from attic to basement — and give the 
homeowner an estimate of the total costs

of packing and actual moving of all the 
household goods," Goss said. 


"And don't be surprised to find that 


the 'estimates vary. Some movers will 
over-estimate — which makes the home- 
owner very, very happy when he finds — 
upon delivery — that it is not going to 
cost as much as he had expected," he 
said. 


Many families, he adds, reduce the 


cost by doing as much of the packing 
themselves as possible. Another way to 
trim the final cost is, once the estimate 
is accepted on the itemized list, throw 
away as much as possible. If it isn't 
needed, don't take it. 


"When you finally select the mover 


you will use and set the pick-up and de- 
livery dates, be ready," Goss advised. 
"If you are not at the other end — with 
full payment — the mover can put the 
furniture into storage. Getting it out of 
storage and delivered later will run the 
cost up. 


The homeowner should accompany the 


van to a scale after everything is loaded. 
"That's when you can find out exactly 
what the move will cost. The scale mas- 
ter can give the homeowner two tickets 
— one stating the weight of the van with- 
out the furniture and the other with the 
weight after loading. That loaded weight 
figure determines the cost," he said. 


The mover expects exact payment 


upon delivery. "However, the customer 
does have some leeway here. If, upon 
delivery, the homeowner finds that the 
cost is more than 10 per cent above the 
agreed on estimated, the difference does 
not have to be paid for 15 days," Goss 
said. 


"There is one final out for the home- 


owner who utterly cannot face the pros- 
pects of getting estimates, watching the 
packers and seeing his furniture loaded 
and driven down the road. If it is too 
much of a traumatic experince, he can 
move himself," Goss concluded.

Create A Sound Barrier 


Once you've fought the neighbor's bat- 


tles through adjoining bedroom walls, 
you tend to be more choosy about what 
separates you from the personal lives of 
the couple next door. 


But sharing a wall doesn't mean you 


have to listen, said a representative of 
3H Building Corp., Rolling Meadows, 
^he key is to find out how sound bar- 
rier walls are measured and how they 
are constructed, said 3H architect Harry 
Shaxted. The easiest way to block sound 
is with weight, or mass. This is why old- 
er buildings with their thick masonry 
walls are so quiet, Today, gypsum dry- 
wall is used, but drywall acoustics range 
from good to very bad. said Shaxted. 


"Almost all builders must conform to 


some sort of municipal code. Since sub- 
urbs don't often have the expertise to 
write their own, they usually subscribe to 
a code such as the one supplied by the 
Building Officials Conference of America 
(BOCA). The BOCA code is a flexible 
one. specifying not materials or methods, 
but end results. A wall is generally speci- 
fied by an architect, who selects it from 
the 60-odd designs available from various 
manufacturers." Shaxted said. 


Underwriters Laboratory rates all wall 


constructions for both fire and sound re- 
sistance. The procedure for rating the 
'Sound Transmission Class fSTO of a 
wall is determined by the American 
Society for Testing Materials and Stan- 
dards. 


Any material is vulnerable to at least 


one range of sound frequencies, or is

acoustically "transparent" in that range. 
A highly-rated wall assembly must ab- 
sorb sound in all ranges. This is achieved 
by combining construction materials, so 
that sound passed by one fiber is ab- 
sorbed by another. 


Because the human ear cannot dis- 


tinguish a change of three decibels or 
less, the STC scores of partitions are 
grouped into the following ranges: good 
— scores of 45 to 49 STC; better — 
scores of 50 to 54 STC; best — scores of 
55 STC and Up. 


The next most important factor in a 


wall's acoustical efficiency after the ma- 
terials are chosen is caulking according 
to Batchen. To resist sound, a construc- 
tion must be relatively air-tight. Engi- 
neers at United States Gypsum's acous- 
tics laboratory concluded after extensive 
testing that sealing a partition can defi- 
nitely reduce sound transmission. 


The last qualification is the responsi- 


bility of the builder, specifically of his 
on-site supervisor. USG's engineers de- 
termined that a single properly-applied 
seal jumped the rating from 29 to 49 
STC. 


The wall that Shaxted designated for 


3H's six-plex condominium in Hanover 
Park, called Hanover Square, is an ex- 
ample of the combination of materials 
and caulking that make a "sound" wall. 
He specified a fiberglass caulking strip 
beneath the shared wall's base plate and 
complete caulking on either side of the 
wall. 


A double layer of gypsum wall board 


was used on each side of the party wall. 
This means that within each six-con- 
dominium building, two parallel double 
walls divide the structure from founda- 
tion to roof, acoustically sealing the 
homes off from one another and main- 
taining a two-hour fire rating as well. 
Although it is called a party wall, it con- 
sists of two structurally independent sets 
of studs, wallboard and insulation sepa- 
rated by a %-inch airspace. It has an 
STC ranking of 55 by Underwriters Labo- 
ratory. 


The integrity of the best wall can be 


destroyed in a number of other ways un- 


less care is taken in the placement of 
wall-supported facilities, said Shaxted. A 
builder should not place electrical outlet 
boxes back-to-back and outlet boxes are 
also thoroughly caulked, he said.

The biggest medical dnager is having an 
abortion is going to some quack or illegal 
location for such a procedure. 


The best place to go for help with the 


kind of problem you have is your family 
doctor. The first thing you need to find 
out is whether you really are pregnant or 
not. 


Yes, there are homes where unwed 


women can go and have their babies. 
Here again your family doctor can help 
you. 


Even under the most ideal circum- 


stances an abortion is an unplesant 
event. In a number of states they are 
still illegal and in those states your doc- 
tor may not choose to give you any infor- 


mation. Opinions on this subject vary so 
markedly and very few people 
are 


unemotional about the topic, including 
doctors. In an effort to protect young 
girls like yourself from falling into the 
hands of charlatans where your life in- 
deed would be endangered, I am going to 
recommend that anyone in your situation 
should obtain a little book called "Every- 
thing You Need to Know About Abor- 
tion," by David Hendin.

New York City will be thd next site for 


Senate Antitrust and Monopoly Subcom- 
mittee hearings on tha role mortgage fi- 
nancing plays in housing problems, 
chairman Philip A. Hart, D-Mlch., an- 
nounced. 


Hart said two days of hearings will be 


held in New York City In April with more 
later In Washington. "The Subcommittee 
began Its New York investigation about 
five months ago." said Hart, "after 
requests from state and city officials

Those requests followed hearings in 


Boston investigating the operation and 
effects of a $100 million pool set up by 
banks to finance low downpayment hous- 
ing loans. 


"In Boston an apparently noble idea •— 


ti provide housing for about 1,200 fami- 
lies with FHA insured mortgages re- 
sulted In an extension of the ghetto and 
great unrest in the communities." Hart 
said. The problem is different, apparent- 
ly, in New York City, he said. 


"It seems a basic question ui New 


York concerns the quality of the loan un- 
derwriting for FHA Insured mortgages. 
Although New York doesn't yet show tip 
on the charts as having a serious fore- 
closure problem, evidence indicates that 
it soon will =- and may rank well above 
the national average. 


"As an antitrust subcommittee, we are

Senate Vote On ERA 
Scheduled Next Week

The Equal Rights Amendment is 


scheduled to come up for a vote in the 
United States Senate sometime next 
week. 


The amendment was reported out of 


the Senate Judiciary Committee Feb. 29 
after several amendments to it were de- 
feated. Some committee members who 
voted for the original version of ERA re- 
served the right to change their minds on 
the floor, where it is expected attempts 
will be made again to amend the mea- 
sure as it now stands. 


The ERA as originally proposed and as 


it will be offered to the Senate states: 
"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." 


If the amendment is passed as it 


stands, these are some of the effects it 
would have: 


When a law> confers a benefit, privilege 


or obligation of citizenship on one sex, 
the law would be extended to the other. 


WHEN THE LAW restricts or denies 


opportunities of women or men, it would 
be rendered unconstitutional. 


Laws applying to only one sex because 


of reproductive differences, such as ma- 
ternity leave or rape, would not be af- 
fected. 


When a law applies to both sexes but 


makes an age distinction because of sex, 
notably marriage laws, the age dis- 


tinction would be removed. 


Opponents of ERA have fought the 


o r i g i n a l version mainly on three 
grounds: that it would adversely affect 
family life, that it would work against 
women in the area of protective legisla- 
tion and that it would subject women to 
the draft. 


Supporters counter these arguments by 


pointing out that in domestic relations, 
each case would be decided on its merits 
according to circumstances of the parties 
involved. Married women could engage 
in business the same as men and man- 
age their own property and earnings. 


IN CHILD SUPPORT cases courts 


would decide which parent would be best 
qualified to care for the child and in both 
support and alimony, the financial ca- 
pacity of each spouse would be consid- 
ered. 


Under ERA laws restricting women as 


a class would be unconstitutional, but 
they could be extended to men as well as 
women, suA as minimum wages, limited 
hours, weight-lifting restrictions. An indi- 
vidual's ability to do a specific job would 
be the criterion for selection. 


Supporters believe women must accept 


the burdens of equality as well as its 
benefits, which means willingness to 
serve under selective service. Women 
could be assigned according to their abil- 
ities, and it is considered unlikely they 
would be sent to front lines.

Homosexuality Honestly 
Treated By 'The Boys' 


by PAT ADAM 


"The Boys in the Band" treats a still 


much rejected segment of our society, 
the homosexual, and it does so with hon- 
esty, humor and sympathy. The result is 
good theater . . . and hopefully greater 
understanding of some human beings 
with a problem that is nothing new. 


Playwright Mart Crowley-has used a 


birthday party for a member of this 
band of outcasts from the world of the 
"straight" livers as the setting for laying 
bare their soul-searching and self-hatred. 
Some have accepted their homosexuality 
and made peace with themselves. Others 
still agnnue on occasion. 


The pai'ty starts out light-heartedly 


enough, even though the guest of honor is 
late as usual. But then the host's former 
college roommate arrives unexpectedly, 
unaware at first that he has crashed a 
gay gathering, and suddenly the party 
becomes a confessional instead of a cele- 
bration. The uninvited guest, himself 
"straight," is fascinated yet repelled by 
these men whom he cannot understand. 
Reluctantly he witnesses their self-self- 
torment as they play a cruel telephone 
game invented by the pnrty host. 


DES PLA1NES Theater 
Guild has 


scored a community theater first with its 
staging of this controversial play, though 
it likely will be much better received 
now than it would have been a few sea- 
sons ago. 


The opening night audience, a good siz- 


ed one. was very receptive and sympa- 
thetic, and the Guild cast rewarded them 
with an over-all excellent production. 


The outstanding performances are giv- 


en by Kenneth Karp as Michael, the par- 
ty host, and Shelly Safir as Emory, the 
irrespressible "fairy." Both are difficult 
roles. Michael hates what he is but tries 
to deny it ... 
sometimes through wit, 


sometimes tlirough sarcasm. Occasion- 
ally, however, he is overcome with anx- 
iety, and Karp does a superb job through 
both acts, climaxing with the closing 
scene when Michael experiences an at- 
tack of anxiety and pleads with Donald 
not to leave him alone. 


Emory is effeminate, engagingly so, 


and a less sensitive actor than Safir 
could ham it up. But he makes Emory a 
touching character.. .and a 
believable 


one. 


IN MIS OPENING minutes Stuart Al- 


lyn as Donald seemed to be reciting his 
lines, but as action progressed he loo- 


sened up and for most of the play gave a 
convincing portrayal of the young man 
"programmed to fail," as he puts it, 


Tom Wagner as Larry, whose admitted 


sexual appetite can't be satisfied by a 
single love, and Dan Lawrence as Hank, 
the math teacher who has forsaken wife 
and children for Larry, are very good. 
The tension between the pair, .obvious 
from the moment they step on stage, is 
no different than would be that between 
a heterosexual couple with one philan- 
dering mate. 


Dennis Allen as Bernard, the only 


black in the group, needs to relax a little. 
Perhaps it was just opening night jitters, 
but Allen seemed wooden in much of his 
delivery. He was best in the telephone 
scene where Bernard tries to call a white 
man he loved as a boy and gets the 
mother instead, 


MERTON STALEY plays Hank, the 


"straight" whose unanticipated visit trig- 
gers the game of self-examination, His 
performance was a little uneven in the 
beginning, but after Hank's uncere- 
monious trip to the men's room, Staley 
seemed more sure of himself and came 
on convincingly as an unwilling partici- 
pant in the game. 


Tom Preihs has few lines as "Cow- 


boy," the gift from Emory to Harold, 
whose birthday is being celebrated, but 
he is excellent as the "beautiful but 
dumb" intruder who can't quite figure 
out what's going on.

OVERALL, HOWEVER, the production 


is a commendable one. Ken MacCowan 
deserves applause for his direction, and 
the Guild for its courage in bringing this 
play to suburban audiences. Probably 
the people who should see it won't, but 
they are missing a theater experience 
that not only entertains but provokes. It 
is almost impossible to leave the theater 
without a feeling of compassion for "The 
Boys in the Band."

Then would follow roast chicken and 


Limerick ham. a vegetable course of 
cauliflower and cheese sauce, riced po- 
tatoes, salad, and for dessert Irish coffee 
pudding. 


What always intrigued me with meals 


In Ireland was the ever-present varieties 
of tasty and different breads, always on 
the table for luncheon, tea, and dinner. 


One of these is a sweetened brown 


bread that is especially good. Mix 4 cups 
whole wheat flour (stone ground, if you 
can find it) with 2 cups white flour and 
cut in l';3 tablespoons softened butter. 


Mix in % tablespoon sugar, IVa tea- 


spoons salt, and 1% teaspoons baking 
soda. Make a well in the center of the 
dry ingredients and add slowly 2 cups of 
buttermilk. You may need that amount, 
a little less or a little mora, depending 
upon absorbency of the flour. What you 
want is a soft but manageable dough. 


FLOUK THE HANDS and knead the 


dough into a ball. Place on a lightly 
flouerd baking sheet and with the palm 
of your hands work into a circle about 
Ha Inches 'thick. With a floured knife 


make a cross through the center so that 
when baked the brown bread will easily 
break into quarters. 


Bake at 425 degrees for 25 minutes 


then reduce to 350 for another IS-min- 
utes. Wrap in a slightly dampened cloth 
and let stand for 6 hours until bread has 
set and cuts easily. 


TREACLE BREAD is so named be- 


cause its principal taste ingredient, mo- 
lasses, is called treacle in Ireland. Heat 
2 tablespoons molasses until it liquefies, 
then add V* cup milk and 2 well beaten 
eggs. Sift together 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 
1 teaspoon mixed ground spice, % tea- 
spoon baking soda, 2% cups flour, Vz tea- 
spoon baking powder. 


Cut in 2 ounces butter or margarine. 


Add to molasses mixture and mix to a 
soft consistency. As an option you can 
add 2 ounces each of currants and dark 
raisins. 


Turn into a well-greased loaf tin and 


bake in a pre-heated 350-degree oven for 
1 to IVi hours. Turn out onto a wire tray. 
May be served hot or cold.

Uncover and continue boiling 
without stirring for seven 
minutes. 


Watch carefully or syrup will burn. Re- 
move from heat; cool slightly. Stir in 


creme de menthe; cool completely. 


Spread half of ice cream in even layer 


in cooled pie shell. Cover and freeze until 
firm. 


Combine whipping cream with food 


coloring in a small bowl; beat until stiff. 
Beat 2 tablespoons cooled creme de 
menthe syrup into the cream. Spread 
evenly over firm ice cream in pie shell.

International Breakfast Menus

Lunch With Appeal 


by JEANNE LESEM 


UPI — A schoolchlld who demands a 


cheeseburger, a hot dog or a peanut but- 
ter sandwich (or breakfast is smart, if 
unconventional by United States stan- 
dards. 


He's getting necessary proteins, vita- 


mins and minerals, but in a different 
form from the cereal, bacon and eggs 
breakfast that was introduced by our 
English forefathers. 


Children in other countries start the 


day with foods that are even more un- 
conventional by our standards Fish, for 
instance, or beans, cheese, water buffalo 
milk, coffee-flavored warm milk or even 
chops and grilled tomatoes. 


The National Dairy Council provided 


the following descriptions of basic break- 
fast menus for some of the world's chil- 
dren; 


In Egypt, the day's first meal can con- 


sist of beans cooked in butter, an egg, 
bread, cheese, marmalade, black olives 
and water buffalo milk, which is said to 
taste like cow's milk. 


A Brazilian child's breakfast is similar 


to the one called continental in much of 
Europe It includes a hard roll, butter 
and coffee-flavored warm milk A salty, 
semi-hard cheese takes the place of jam 
or marmalade usually included in a con- 
tinental breakfast 


Australian's choice reflects their Eng- 


lish heritage, but only to a degree. The 
dairy industry organization said children 
there often have stewed fruit, oatmeal 
porridge with clotted naturally thickened 
cream and milk, an egg, buttered whole 
wheat toast and milk as a beverage But 
many will substitute raw fruit or juice 
for the cooked fruit and add grilled to- 
matoes. A chop or other meat often is 
served for breakfast, the council said. 


SARDINES OR other fish often figure 


in a Norwegian breakfast which can re- 
semble a miniature smorgasbord in both 
variety and type of food. 


A Chinese child's breakfast, as de- 


scribed by the council, can consist of 
congee, which is a thin nee mixture sim- 
ilar to porridge, pickled vegetables, salty 
dry soybeans or peanuts and an egg In 
the north, where rice doesn't thrive, the 
cereal may be made of wheat, corn, mil- 
let or oats. 


A salty doughnut or a sweet rice cake 


sometimes replaces porridge, and if milk 
is substutited for the cereal, it's apt to be 
made from soybeans. The egg could be a 
hen's, but duck eggs preserved in lime 
also are popular. 


School children who like sweets for 


breakfast can get needed vitamins and 
minerals in a form they like when you 
make molasses-orange breakfast cookies. 
Serve the following with milk to provide 
extra protein. 


Cream together M, cup each of shorten- 


ing and sugar. Add % cup of unsulfured 
molasses and 1 egg and beat well. Mix in 
1 6-ounce can of frozen orange juice con- 
centrate, thawed and undiluted, and % 
cup each of uncooked quick or old-fash- 
loned oats, cut dried apricots, cut pitted 
prunes, raisins and chopped nuts, and % 
cup of cut dates. Sift 2 cups of sifted all- 
purpose flour with 1 teaspoon of baking 
soda, y< teaspoon of salt and l teaspoon 
each of ginger and cinnamon. Blend dry

Village's Value Up 17 Times In Decade 


Assessed property value in the Village 


of Schaumburg was 17 times higher in 
1970 than in I860. During the same 10 
years, assessed property value in Hoff- 
man Estates more than quadrupled. 


In & report to the village board of each 


community, Scott MaeEachron, Schaum- 
burg Township assessor, listed total an- 
nual assessed property value from the 
year of incorporation through 1970. In- 
cluded in the figures are real estate tax 
assessments, personal property tax as- 
sessments, and railroad assessments. 


While breakdowns for each village's 


assessments from 1971 will not be avail- 
able until later this month, MacEachron 
reported in February the total for town- 
ship property was $124 million, an in- 
crease of about 23.5 per cent over 1970. It 
was the largest increase among all the 38 
townships in the county. Applying the 
equalization formula would raise the 
valuation figure to about $190 million or 
$200 million, for purposes of comparison. 
All other figures cited have been comput- 
ed using the state equalization formula.

Amcon also was told to increase the 


width of the buffer zone between the four

will jump at an even faster rate in the 
future, Mayor Robert 0. Atcher pre- 
dicted. During 1970 and 1971, the village 
issued building permits for commercial 
and industrial property totaling more 
than $100 million in value, according to a 
report from Bell Savings, he said. 


In 1970, the value of buildings for 


which permits were issued was assessed 
by Bell Savings at $67.6 million, of which 
$14.9 million was for residential devel- 
opment and the rest for industrial and 
commercial. In 1970, the total assessed 
value of permitted buildings, according 
to Bell Savings, was $75.6 million, of 
which $25.8 million was for residential 
development. 


The buildings from 1970 permits will be 


assessed for taxation this year, and will 
show up in tax proceeds next year. The 
1971 permits will be a year behind, At- 
cher said. 


"WHEN ALL of this real estate gets 


onto the tax rolls, all of us will gain," 
said the mayor. "It will even be notice- 
able in Palatine Township, because our 
high school district will receive the tax 
gain, as will Harper Junior College." 


In 1956, when Schaumburg in- 


corporated as a village, the total as- 
sessed valuation of property within vil- 
lage limits was $484,000. By 1960, the to- 
tal was nearly 10 times higher, up to $4.4 
million. But by 1970, the village's as- 
sessed property value had skyrocketed to 
$77 million, or 17 times the 1960 figure. 


Hoffman Estates incorporated in 1960, 


when its total assessment was $17.5 mil- 
lion. By 1970, the total had jumped to 
$66.6 million, -Hi times the original valu- 
ation. 


BECAUSE Schaumburg as a village 


does not levy any property taxes, the 
growth in valuation does not directly in- 
fluence village revenues. It does how- 
ever, reflect accelerated construction, 
and for each structure built, the village 
collects fees for building permits, con- • 
nections to the water system and mis- 
cellaneous other matters. These all con- 
tribute to revenues, although the fees 
generally are to compensate the village 
for expenses related to approval of archi- 
tectural plans, inspections and other 
chores. 


The valuation increases in Schaumburg 


also indicate population growth, which 
aids the village by raising the level of 
state returns for income and motor fuel 
taxes. And much of the valuation in- 
crease results from commercial property 
development, which means a hike in the 
sales tax proceeds returned to the village 
by the state. 


In Hoffman Estates, where a property 


tax is levied, each increase in valuation 
means a proportionate increase in tax 
proceeds. And in addition, the factors 
shown for Schaumburg also exist 


By way of example, Village Treasurer 


Elmer Redker estimated the property 
value for 1971 would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $80 million, bringing the village 
roughly 25 per cent more tax revenue 
without a raise in the taxing rate. In the 
village's general corporate fund, that 
would mean an increase from $164,000, 
last year's proceeds, to about $205,000, he 
said. Specific valuation figures for 1971, 
on which this year's taxes will be levied, 
are not expected to be available until the 
end of March, he said. 


IF HOFFMAN Estates' tax rate does 


not change this year, it will be the first 
time it has not gone either up or down. 
In 1961 it was .246 per $100 valuation, but 
the following year it dropped to .238. In 
1964 it jumped to ,266, in 1965 it fell again 
to .252 and in 1966 it rose to .312. By 1967 
it rose to .354, but in 1968 it dropped 
again, to .324. The next two years, it in- 
creased to .468 and then to .638, Redker 
expects the 1971 rate will stay at .638. 


But the two villages are not the only 


beneficiaries of rising property value. 
The largest gain is to school districts, 
which together receive about 80 per cent 
of the property tax. In the 1970 levy, col- 
lected in 1971, Schaumburg Township 
Dist. 54, Palatine Township Dist. 15, 
High School Dist. 211 and Harper Junior 
College received 78 per cent of the total 
tax, or $7.674'for residents of Dist. 54 and 
$7.490 for persons in Dist.'15.

Figures Indicate Millions 
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Predicts 4,000 To Attend 
Rally Protesting Wheel Tax 


At least 4,000 persons are expected to 


attend a rally at 1 p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gilligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilligan, of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) ,and maybe more if the 
weather is good." 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, Elk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. the 
rally will be held in cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc., which is helping organize 
similar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax, which is imposed only in 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging the tax on constitutional 
grounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle

Wheel Tax 
Protest Set 
For Saturday 


At least 4,000 persons are expected to 


attend a rally at 1 p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gilligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilligan, of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) and maybe more if the 
weather is good." 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Sohaumburg. Elk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. the 
rally will be held in cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc., which is helping organize 
similar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax, which is imposed only in 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging 
the tax on constitutional 


grounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle 
tax," Gilligan said. "The more people 
who turn out, the more effective the pro- 
test will be." 


"We think the tax is unpopular and dis- 


criminating and the rally is one way 
people in unincorporated areas can show 
they are upset," he said. 


Richard Hechler, TPC president, said 


two petitions will be circulated at the ral- 
ly. One asks the county board to repeal 
the vehicle tax. The second petition goes 
to local legislators asking them to push 
for an early referendum on the home 
rule provision of the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution under which the vehicle tax was 
invoked. 


Gilligan said donations also would be 


accepted to help finance a lawsuit chal- 
lenging the tax and the publicity cam- 
paign that accompanies it. 


"THE MOVEMENT to challenge the 


unfair tax is bipartisan in participation 
and nonpartisan in its objectives," Gilli- 
gan said. He added that although many 
of the speakers at the rally are candi- 
dates for political office, the meeting is 
not political in nature. 


The speakers at the Saturday meeting 


include candidates Sam Young, running 
for U. S. Representative in the 10th Dis^ 
trict; Brad Glass, in the 1st District 
State Senate race; State Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, in the 4th District State 
House race; and State Rep. David Reg- 
ner, in the 3rd District State Senate con- 
test. All are Republicans. Gilligan said 
Democratic candidates also have been in- 
vited. 


Gilligan said Wednesday that the PHIA 


has mailed a special bulletin to its mem- 
bers explaining the tax and encouraging 
attendance at the rally. He said a tele^ 
phone campaign to inform people about 
the tax started Wednesday and signs 
were up all over Prospect Heights adver- 
tising the meeting. 


John Nichelson, president of Schaum- 


burg Township South Homeowners Asso- 
ciation, said his group has conducted a 
door-to-door campaign inviting people to 
the rally and asking them to sign a petK 
tion protesting the tax.

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'Zoning Chief May Own Lot 
Considered For Apartments 


Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals 


chairman Douglas Cargill may own at 
least one of the lots considered for the 
Strong Street apartment development, a 
Wheeling resident said Tuesday night. 


James McGuire, 290 N. Sixth St., testi- 


fied under oath at the Wheeling Zoning 
Board of Appeals hearing Tuesday that 
Cargill ordered him off of a lot behind 
McGiiire's house in the summer of 1970. 
McGuire said he and a neighbor were 
going to create a pile of tree prunings on 
the lot when Cargill drove up "and told 
me to get the hell off his land." 


McGuire testified that he had tried ear- 


lier to buy the lot but had been unable to 
because it was owned through a bank 
trust. 


Cargill was not present at the zoning 


board hearing Tuesday. 


It was announced at the hearing that 


Cargill had notified village officials last 
week that he would be unable to attend 
any village meetings for the next few 
weeks. 


THE POINT about Cargill's possible 


ownership of the land was. only one of the 
issues raised by the residents who ap- 
peared at the hearing Tuesday. 


John Burke, the attorney for the West 


Strong Street Area Homeowners Associ- 
ation, led the residents in testimony that 
included submitting a petition signed by 
1,079 Wheeling residents, who opposed 


the introduction of apartment buildings 
into the area. 


Despite the residents' testimony, how- 


ever, the zoning board voted to recom- 
mend that the village board allow the, 
apartment development. 


Zoning board members were openly 


critical of the petition, noting that on- 
ly 37 families live in the Strong Street 
area and that other Wheeling residents 
who signed the petition probably did so 
more out of emotional sympathy than out 
of a true opposition to the project. 


The residents defended their petition, 


however. "Wheeling has had it with 
apartments," one woman told the board. 


OTHER RESIDENTS pointed out that 


the board should consider the petition as 
a sign that Wheeling residents are finally 
expressing their opinion, instead of dis- 
counting the petition because residents 
have not made massive protests at hear- 
ings opposing earlier apartment projects. 


Burke had four residents of the area 


testify that they opposed the project. 
Each of the men told the board they 
feared increased traffic in the neighbor- 
hood would endanger their children. 


They raised questions of how the devel- 


opment would increase the area's flood- 
ing problem, and how it would change 
the character of their quiet neighbor- 
hood.

getting the project going. A Jaycee 
spokesman said the kids wanted a glass 
recycling program so badly they urged 
the school board to find a solution to the 
insurance problem. 


Jaycees have made the necessary ar- 


rangements to have the glass taken away 
by the disposal company and sold to a 
nearby glass company! Any proceeds 


above the cost of disposal will go to the 
Jaycees. 


The collections will be made Saturdays 


and Sundays only. Hours will be 10 a.m. 
to 5:30 p.m. on Saturdays and noon to 5 
p.m. on Sundays. These will be the only 
hours the bins will be manned for collec- 
tion of glass. 


Glass containers should be relatively 


clean and contain no bottle tops or rings. 
Labels do not have to be removed. Only 
non-returnable glass containers will be 
accepted, and will be divided according 
to color by persons at the collection cen- 
ter.

'Rod McKnen Did It, Why Can't I?' 
'O'Hare Poet9 Sets Sights High

Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his Rolling Meadows 


home, between his dictionary and his 
thesaurus, is a book called "How to 
Think Like a Millionaire and Get Rich." 


And visions of contracts with big name 


publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 


friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam . . ." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time. And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it, Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Californian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though hex likes McKuen's work, he 
doesn't copy it. What he would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 


A MILLION DOLLAR idea is what Buck Warren says 
to make it big wi.'h his poetry, and he feels prosperity is 
. he's aet. Ths O'Hare poet, as he calls himself, is trying 
just around the corner. 


to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them. 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. 


"My poetry is simple. It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some 
poetry is difficult, the average working 
man or housewife can't understand it. I 
want to take poetry to the average per- 
son who doesn't have much to say about 
his views. I'm an average person my- 
self." 


Which brings up phase two of the mag- 


ic formula: get the average poetry to the 
average person. That's what Warren is 
working on now. 


In the last two years he has traveled 


from Colorado to Michigan and has read 
his poetry to 170,000 high school students, 
he estimates. He has appeared on local 
television in Chicago and other cities. His 
scrapbooks are filled with stories about 
him that have appeared in newspapers 
ranging from the Chicago Tribune to the 
Bloomfield (Colo.) Star. 


He has read his poetry at old-peoples' 


homes and on airplanes. (United Air 
Lines has paid for a lot of his traveling.) 
He has just completed an album called 
"O'Hare International" and wants to sell 
it to United for them to use as a promo- 
tional gimmick. 


ALL THIS IS great, but the million dol- 


lar idea is yet to come to fruition. War- 
ren has this poem called "O'Hare," and 
he has a feeling that the City of Chicago 
is going to designate it the official 
O'Hare poem and put it on a plaque at 
the airport with Buck Warren's name on 
it. 


If that happens, Warren says, he's just 


about got it made. "Then," he says', 
"maybe I can get on the Tonight Show or 
Dick Cavett, and say I have this book 
and I want Random House or Doubleday 
to publish it." He's convinced he'll be 
talking with Johnny Carson in less than 
two years. 


Why does a secure, $6-an-hour subur- 


banite want to get into something that he 
admits has only earned him $3,000 in five 
years? 


"I do not like being the mechanic," 


Warren says. "This writing is a way 
away'from that. I am struggling to get 
away from that. I've knocked on doors, 
spent hours and hours of time, received 
rejection after rejection. But I'm still go- 
ing to do it." 


"I want to be financially independent," 


he says, "so my family will be comfort- 
able for the rest of my life and so I can 
really work at the things I'm doing 
now." 


Or, in the not so immortal words of 


Buck Warren, "If Rod McKuen can do it, 
why can't I?" 


"The 
track is taking advantage of 


people in the area." 


Zogas feels that homeowners in the

The village, he said, got three per cent of 
the total gross profit, which came to sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 


Both Zogas, who represents the home- 


owners on the northeast side of the 
track, and Dick Goedke, vice president 
of the Westgate Civic Association, which 
represents homeowners on the southeast 
side of the track, feel that collective ac- 
tion will be taken to try to block the li- 
cense application. 


"The last.race proved the noise level 


was too much, and I think the village 
will react against the license if enough 
people protest," Goedke said. 


GOEDKE ALSO bases the probability 


of the race taking place on how badly the 
track wants to hold the event. He said if 
they want the race bad enough, they will 
hold it no matter what the village does. 


"Even if the village rejects the license, 


the CTE can take the matter to court " 
Goedke said. 


Merrill A. Wuerch, Rolling Meadows 


alderman from the southeast side of the 
race track, expects that the Rolling 
Meadows City Council will present a res 
olution to the'Arlington Heights Village 
Board asking that it deny the license ap- 
plication.

ture for the village.

HOWEVER, VILLAGE Mgr. Berton 


Braun told the board it is not likely the 
project would even begin during 1972 be- 
cause over two-thirds of the property- 
owners along Colfax who would be as- 
sessed for the road improvements have 
challenged the assessment and requested 
jury trials. 


He said the only alternative the board 


would have would be to abandon the spe- 
cial assessment and finance any im- 
provements to the road through the vil- 
lage motor fuel tax funds. 


"We can't abandon the idea," Moodie 


told him. 


In the interim, the board said it would 


try the four-way stops to see if it im- 
proves traffic movement near the sta- 
tion. 


"A traffic problem will occur no mat- 


ter when the trains drop off the people," 
Moodie said. "The situation there is still 
a net improvement over the traffic prob- 
lems we had before at Plum Grove Road 
and the tracks near the old depot."

Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his Rolling Meadows 


home, between his dictionary and his 
thesaurus, is a book called "How to 
Think Like a Millionaire and Get Rich." 


And visions of contracts with big name 


publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 


poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 
friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam ..." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time. And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 


lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: RodMcKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Californian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper-

A swale also was designed for the east

Park Hit On 
Bike Trail 
Land Issue 


A Palatine resident denounced the Pal- 


atine Park District Tuesday night for not 
yet having obtained property rights to a 
strip of land needed for a proposed hik- 
ing and biking trail. 


Jack J. Scollay, 669 Carpenter Dr., told 


the park board he and an unspecified 
number of other citizens would take 
steps on their own to secure rights to and 
develop portions of the Commonwealth 
Edison Co. right-of-way that abut their. 
property if the board does not act soon. 


Following several minutes of heated 


comments exchanged by Scollay and the 
park board's attorney, Roger A. Bjorvik, 
the board gave assurances that it will 
obtain a copy of a lease for the utility 
company's easement as soon as possible. 
Park Director Fred P. Hall indicated the 
signing of the lease is "very imminent." 


THE PARK DISTRICT plans to use ap- 


proximately 85 feet down the middle of 
the 185-foot wide easement for its trail, 
and give property owners on each side 
the remaining land to extend their back-

Open Meetings 
Irk The Mayor

Times are tough in Palatine these 


days, tougher than they've been in recent 
years. 


Like filing income tax returns is for 


the homeowner, balancing the 1972-1973 
village budget for the Palatine trustees 
is one big headache. The problem boils 
clown to an inadequate supply of money 
to keep village services at the same level 
that they've been. 


It's a two-sided problem facing the vil- 


lage trustees. They're unwilling to raise 
taxes (particularly since four of them 
are up for election next year) and 
they're unwilling to reduce the number 
of municipal services made available to 
Palatine residents. 


They are bound to hear arguments 


from residents with whichever method 
they use to eliminate the $150,000 deficit 
facing them in the budget. And since tax- 
payers are probably being taxed from all 
sides to just about their limit right nosv, 
they feel they should be able to demand 
more services for their money. 


Although the village manager had rec- 


ommended establishing a five per cent 
utility tax on all Palatine residents to 
bring an additional source of revenue to 
the village, most trustees are saying no 
to it. 


Instead, set ions consideration is, being 


gi>'en to raising and probably doubling 
the sewer rate charged to residents for 
use of municipal sewers. This in itself, 
however, would not reduce the deficit 
much if at all since there is about 
$100.000 worth of sewer work and repairs 
stilt unbudgeted that need to be started 
during the year. 


This $100.000 figure is above and be- 


yond the anticipated $150,000 deficit, 
which almost doubles the original prob- 
lem. 


So the solution has got to come through 


spending less money, and this means 
making cutbacks. 


BUT THAT, of course, is a dirty word. 


Nobody really wants them, not the 
trustees, not the residents and especiail- 
ly not the village employes who may 
stand to lose a raise and maybe even a 
job 


Two months ago the village board went 


head first into a decision to Increase the 
she of the police department by five 
men The village agreed to take over po- 
licing of the park district because of a 


heavy increase in vandalism there. 


The board rushed into this move in or- 


der to hire the five new men out of al- 
most 100 applicants and to get them reg- 
istered in the police training program be- 
fore summer when the peak vandalism 
months arrived 


This expansion represented one of the 


largest expenditures of money in the 
coming 
budget and one which the 


trustees now, two months late, think they 
might need to cut. 


It's unfortunate that all five men have 


been hired and that two of them may 
need to be laid off to cut the budget 
But that is a mistake the village board 
made by not having the foresight to see 
the budget deficit Now they have to live 
with it. 


Cutbacks are touchy things to deal 


with, and Mayor Jack Moodie seems to 
be taking the approach that the less said 
publicly about them the better off they'll 
be. 


Following a budget hearing Monday 


night, Moodie launched into a speech 
critical of the press and the legislators 
that have given the press the right to 
attend public meetings like those on the 
budget. 


MOODIE BLAMED people like "Sca- 


riano and his ilk" (Rep. Anthony Sca- 
riano who was responsible for the liberal 
1967 amendments to the Open Meetings 
Law) for putting pressure on officials in 
smaller municipalities in dealing with 
the press. 


It may indeed be uncomfortable for the 


mayor and his team to sit and discuss 
what types of services the village will be 
able to live without while the pi ess or 
Palatine residents are present. 


But as the Right To Know Law states, 


"the public commissions, committees, 
boards and councils and the other public 
agencies in this state exist to aid in the 
conduct of the people's business " The 
intent of the act was that "their actions 
be taken openly and that their deliber- 
ations be conducted openly " 


Since it's the taxpayers' money that's 


being bandied about in these hearings, 
they have more than a right to hear 
what's going on If it's upsetting to the 
mayor to have policemen read about pos- 
sible lay-offs in the paper rather than 
hear it from the mayor himself, that is 
constitutionally too bad

was made that the Chicago archdiocese 
would assume ownership of the school 
and keep it open. 


The position of superintendent has 


three major responsibilities according to 
Father Clark: That of general super- 
vision, community rotations and fiscal 
policy.

A FOUR-MAN committee consisting of 


Father Clark, Brother Pious Xavier, as- 
sociate superintendent for high schools in 
the archdiocese, and two sisters who are 
currently principals of all-girl Catholic 
high schools in the area, have been 
charged with the responsibility of finding 
a new principal. 


At the request of parents, the com- 


mittee was expanded to include Len Bae- 
nan, current principal of Sacred Heart, 
w h o announced his resignation in 
January. 


Five religious orders have been con- 


tacted about helping to staff the school 
and more will be contacted in the near 
future, said Father Clark. 


An invitation was also given to mem- 


bers of the religious order of the Sacred 
Heart of Mary, which has wholly owned- 
and-operated the school since 1961, to 
stay on. 


A STATEMENT signed by several fac- 


ulty members was read at the meeting. 
It stated the faculty deplored the prac- 
tice of not hiring priests currently in- 
active because of the feeling they are un- 
fit. Several teachers and Baenan, are 
former priests. 


Speaking on the issue, Baenan said he 


resigned as principal in hopes this would 
speed the archdiocese's decision about 
taking over the operation of the school. 
He said, should he decide to apply for the 
position of principal under the new setup, 
he hopes he would be judged on his quali- 
fications and love of the school rather 
than his past status as an inactive priest. 


In response to questions about curricu- 


lum, Father Clark said tuition would re- 
main the same next year. He continued 
by saying it would be the kind of school 
where the uniqueness of each individual 
would be recognized, it would be a Cath- 
olic school in the best sense of the word, 
it would be a Christian community where 
freedom, love and faith would be empha- 
sized. 


Parents were called on to donate time 


and energy to keep Sacred Heart open. A 
target of 800 students, 300 more than the 
present enrollment, was set for 1973. This 
enrollment would put Sacred Heart on a 
sound financial basis, Father Clark said.

A three-man committee has been ap- 


pointed to negotiate the purchase of 80 
acres west of Rolling Meadows for the 
development of a municipal golf course. 


Aid. Thomas Scanlan was appointed by 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer to chair the 
committee. Also serving on it will be 
Aid. John Rock and Aid. Thomas Wal- 
dron. 


The tract of land located east of Quen- 


tin Road and north of Old Plum Grove 
Road in an unincorporated area has been 
under negotiation by the city for about a 
month. 


Meyer said he wanted the committee 


to look into all possibilities and not limit 
itself to the concept of a nine-hole golf 
course with an additional 30 acres for 
other recreational purposes. 


There has been some discussion of de- 


veloping an IB-hole golf course possibly 
in two stages. An 18-hole course would 
require between 90 and 110 acres of land. 


The committee will issue progress re- 


ports to the council periodically and have 
a final report and recommendation ready 


by May 15. 


Total cost of purchase of the land and 


development of it into a golf course is 
estimated at between $1.5 million and $2 
million dollars. 


The project, if approved, may be fi- 


nanced from the sales tax revenue which 
totaled $1.2 million in 1971 or from a 
combination of sales tax revenue and 
revenue from the sale of municipal 
bonds.

publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 
friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam ..." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time. And the lines arc pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Califowiian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 


HE IS-A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 


heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though he likes McKuen's work, he 
doesn't copy it. What he would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 
to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them. 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. 


"My poetry is simple. It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some 
poetry is difficult, the average working 
man or housewife can't understand it. I 
want to take poetry to the average per- 
son who doesn't have much to say about 
his views. I'm an average person my- 
self." 


Which brings up phase two of the mag- 


ic formula: get the average poetry to the 
average person. That's what Warren is 
working on now. 


In the last two years he has traveled 


from Colorado to Michigan and has read 
his poetry to 170,900 high school students, 
he estimates. He has appeared on local 
television in Chicago and other cities. His 
scrapbooks are filled with stories about 
him that have appeared in newspapers 
ranging from the Chicago Tribune to the 
Bloomfield (Colo.) Star. 


He has read his poetry at old-peoples' 


homes and on airplanes. (United Air 
Lines has paid for a lot of his traveling.) 
He has just completed an album called 


"O'Hare International" and wants to sell 
it to United for them to use as a promo- 
tional gimmick. 


ALL THIS IS great, but the million dol- 


lar idea is yet to come to fruition. War- 
ren has this poem called "O'Hare," and 
he has a feeling that the City of Chicago 
is going to designate it the official 
O'Hare poem and put it on a plaque at 
the airport with Buck Warren's name on 
it. 


If that happens, Warren says, he's just 


about got it made. "Then," he says, 
"maybe I can get on the Tonight Show or 
Dick Cavett, and say I have this book 
and I want Random House or Doubleday 
to publish it." He's convinced he'll be 
talking with Johnny Carson in less than 
two years. 


Why does a secure, ?6-an-hour subur- 


banite want to get into something that he 
admits has only earned him $3,000 in five 
years? 


"I do not like being the mechanic," 


Warren says. "This writing is a way 
away from that. I am struggling to get 
away from that. I've knocked on doors, 
spent hours and hours of time, received 
rejection after rejection. But I'm still go- • 
ing to do it." 


"I want to be financially independent," ' 


he says, "so my family will be comfort- 
able for the rest of my life and so I can 
really work at the things I'm doing

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Predicts 4,000 To Attend 
Rally Protesting Wheel Tax 


At least -1,000 persons are expected to 


attend a rally at 1 p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gilligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilligan, of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) and maybe more if the 
weather is good.'1 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, Elk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. the 
rally will be held in cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc., which is helping organize 
similar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax. which is imposed only in 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging the tax on constitutional 
grounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle 
tax," Gilligan said. "The more people 
who turn out, the more effective the pro- 
test will be." 


"We think the tax is unpopular and dis- 


criminating and the rally is one way 
people in unincorporated areas can show 
they are upset," he said. 


Richard Heehler. TPC president, said 


two petitions will be circulated at the ral- 
ly. One asks the county board to repeal 
the vehicle tax. The second petition goes 
to local legislators asking them to push 
for an early referendum on the home 
rute provision of the 1970 Illinois Con-

etitution under which the vehicle tax was 
invoked. 


Gilligan said donations also would be 


accepted to help finance a lawsuit chal- 
lenging the tax and the publicity cam- 
paign that accompanies it. 


"THE MOVEMENT to challenge the 


unfair tax is bipartisan in participation 
and nonpartisan in its objectives," Gilli- 
gan said. He added that although many 
of the speakers at the rally are candi- 
dates for political office, the meeting is 
not political in nature. 


The speakers at the Saturday meeting 


include candidates Sam Young, running 
for U. S. Representative in the 10th Dis- 
trict; Brad Glass, in the 1st District 
State Senate race; State Rep, Eugene 
Schlickman, in the 4th District State 
House race; and State Rep. David Reg- 
ner, in the 3rd District State Senate con- 
test. All are Republicans. Gilligan said 
Democratic candidates also have been in- 
vited. 


Gilligan said Wednesday that the PHIA 


has mailed a special bulletin to its mem- 
bers explaining the tax and encouraging 
attendance at the rally. He said a tele- 
phone campaign to inform people about 
the tax started Wednesday and signs 
were up all over Prospect Heights adver- 
tising the meeting. 


John Nichelson, president of Schaum- 


burg Township South Homeowners Asso- 
ciation, said his group has conducted a 
door-to-door campaign inviting people to 
the rally and asking them to sign a peti- 
tion protesting the tax. 


"The response we got from residents 


was good, and many wanted to contrib- 
ute to our cause," he said. "We think 
that about 25 per cent of the residents in 
our area will show up at the meeting." 


JOHN CIVINS, president of the Pi- 


nehurst Manor Homeowners Association, 
said members of his group contacted 400 
homes answering questions about the ve- 
hicle tax. He said most people they talk- 
ed to were really in favor of the anti- 
wheel tax campaign ond many gave do- 
nations. 


"It's hard to say exactly how many of 


the residents in our area will be at the 
rally, but we feel sure we'll have a very 
good representation," Civins said. 


Cook County officials have said the ve- 


hicle tax must be paid by May 15. A sti- 
cker showing the tax has been paid must 
be displayed by that time. A $10 wheel 
t»ix is being charged on vehicles of less 
than 35 horsepower and a $15 tax is lev- 
ied on vehicles of more than 35 horse- 
power.

arbitrator could be called in and give his 
recommendations. However, the board 
would still retain the final say in the 
matter. 


THE BOARD'S package was drawn up 


with some articles from last year's con- 
tract deleted. Zwieback said the dele- 
tions were to take care "of excessive lan- 
guage rather than of intent." A major 
change, he said, was to define a bargain- 
ing impasse, something not previously 
defined. Either side can still declare an 
impasse if they meet the definition, he 
said. 


"We don't feel there are any tre-

Board Approves Old Orchard Project 


Final approval was given Tuesday 


night by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board to an amended plan of devel- 
opment for the Old Orchard Country 
Club properties. 


The major change in the plan is the 


shifting of some units from highrise 
buildings to townhouse structures. This 
was agreed to last December by the 
trustees and the developers. 


Tuesday, three problems were re- 


solved. The first was solved by having a 


gravity sewer line scheduled for the east 
side of Elmhurst Road. The other two 
were to have perimeter sidewalks in- 
stalled and to have Schoenbeck Road im- 
proved to a four-lane road at a future 
specified stage of development. 


Once lawyers have drawn up the com- 


pleted amended plan, it will be entered 
into court records and become the new, 
binding plan of development. 


The Old Orchard Country Club consists 


of a 205-acre site, east of Rand Road at 


the north end of the village. The devel- 
opment area is approximately 70.5 acres, 
divided into five parcels. 


Plans for the development and its 2,100 


dwelling units were set in court under a 
consent decree. This document required 
the village to allow construction of the 
development but also preserved much o£ 
the open space. The ruling ended seven* 
years of controversy and legal battles, 
concerning the annexation and devel^ 
opment of the site.

'Rod McKuen Did It, Why Can't IT

The Village of Mount Prospect will be 


asked Tuesday to finance the Community 
Action Plan (CAP) to the tune of $20,515 
for fiscal year 1972-73, 


Approval of the plan is just about a 


foregone conclusion at this stage. Three 
trustees supported it during committee 
hearings and Mayor Robert D. Teichert 
would be a fourth vote, should a tie- 
breaker be needed. After all, he started 
the whole thing. 


But after the village commits itself to 


the $20,515. the rest will be up to resi- 
dents of the community. And that's the 
beauty of the funding plan. 


The village will pick iw the tab for all 


fixed expenses, such us rent, salaries, 
telephones, supplies, equipment and a 
professional reference library. 


BUT IF THE CAP program and its 


two major efforts are to grow at all, the 
community must be responsible for that 
growth. The items in the CAP budget 
that the village will not pick up are train- 
ing for the ICE House counseling center 
and the Pump House Hotline (telephone 
crisis intervention center) volunteers. 


The village would not pay for publicity 
either. 


As Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten said at 


the committee hearings, "I feel this is 
the way we've got to go. It's built into 
the thing so it can't grow out of propor- 
tion." 


Expansion could come in two ways, but 


both have to come from the community. 
More volunteers would mean a larger op- 
eration, reaching more people in need of 
help. More financing in the form of dona- 
tions, would mran better and broader 
training, expanding the areas of help the 
two services can provide 


It has been estimated that 85 to 90 per 


cent of the calls received by the Hotline 
and the people served by the ICE House 
are from Mount Prospect. This shows 
there is a need, but as Scholten has said, 
"The community has got to back the 
thing." 


When the board acts, it will be telling 


residents that the village feels the CAP 
program is worth backing. But the board 
will back it only to a certain point and no 
more. After that, it's up to the people of 
the community.

'O'Hare Poet9 Sets Sights High

Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his Rolling Meadows 


home, between his dictionary and bis 
thesaurus, is a book called "How to 
Think Lilce a Millionaire and Get Rich." 


And visions of contracts with big name 


publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
for United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 
friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare' 


your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam ..." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 
poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Cahfornian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though he likes McKuen's work, he 
doesn't copy it. What he would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 
to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them. 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. 


"My poetry is simple. It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some

He has j'ist completed an album called 
"O'Hare International" and wants to sell 
it to United for them to use as a promo- 
tional gimmick. 


ALL THIS IS great, but the million dol- 


lar idea is yet to come to fruition. War- 
ren has this poem called "O'Hare," and 
he has a feeling that the City of Chicago 
is going to designate it the official 
O'Hare poem and put it on a plaque at 
the airport with Buck Warren's name on 
it. 


If that happens, Warren says, he's just 


about got it made. "Then," he says, 
"maybe I can get on the Tonight Show or 
Dick Cavett, and say I have this book 
and I want Random House or Doubleday 
to publish it." He's convinced he'll be 
talking with Johnny Carson in less than 
two years. 


Why does a secure, $6-an-hour subur-

"I do not like being the mechanic," 


Warren says. "This writing is a way 
away from that. I am struggling to get 
away from that. I've knocked on doors, 
spent hours and hours of time, received 
rejection after rejection. But I'm still go- 
ing to do it." 


"I want to be financially independent," 


he says, "so my family will be comfort- 
able for the rest of my life and so I can 
really work at the things I'm doing 
now."

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Odor From Elk Grove Plant To End 


The Chicago Magnet Wire Corp., the 


State of Illinois and Elk Grove Village 
have reached agreement on a pollution 
abatement plan for the firm's plant in 
the Centex Industrial Park, thus appar- 
ently solving a controversy that has con- 
tinued for at least eight years. 


Village officials agreed to the proposal 


this week after representatives of the 
state attorney general's office and com- 
pany officials indicated satisfaction with 
the plan, which pollution experts say will 
eliminate 95 per cent of the odor emitted 
by the plant. 


Under the plan, an air pollution suit 


and eountersuit filed last spring in Cook 
County Circuit Court will be continued 
until October while the company installs 
the pollution control equipment. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Kenneth Manaster 


said pollution experts were satisfied that 
the equipment to be Installed would elim- 
inate most odors emitted by the plant. 


"We are finally and firmly convinced 


that the equipment will work," he said. 
"We're sure that it will do the job." 


THE EQt/IVMEN'T to be installed is a 


direct fire incinerator, which will burn 
off the odor-producing phenolic com- 
pounds, according to Marvin Salzonstein, 
a technical consultant hired by the vil- 
lage. The equipment, which will be in- 
stalled on the roof of the company's 
plant at 901 Chase Ave.. will convert the 
material into carbon dioxide and water 
and produce heat for the plant. 


Salzenstein said the equipment would 


eliminate most of the odor emitted from 
the plant, When the equipment is in- 
stalled the odor "will not be noticeable in 
residential areas except during adverse 
weather conditions," he said. 


Under the agreement, Chicago Magnet 


Wire is to submit 30-day progress reports 
to the village and the attorney general's 
office. The reports are to give details of 
each major phase of the plan and report 
test results of the effectiveness of the 
equipment. 


The agreement also gives the village 


and attorney general's office the. right to 
have a qualified technical representative 
present during the testing of equipment 
at the plant. 


The company is given the right to 


request a delay in the completion date of 
the plan, but if a "satisfactory demon- 
stration of progress toward completion" 
is not made, the case is to be set for trial 
as soon as possible. 


THE AGREEMENT also requires the 


village to issue the necessary building 
permits and licenses to install the equip- 
ment. The village earlier had refused to 
issue such permits in accordance with a 
resolution passed in 1965. 


Elk Grove Village and Atty, Gen. Wil- 


liam J. Scott's office filed suit last April 
against the company, asking the court to 
permanently enjoin the company from 
polluting the air. The suit sought penal- 
ties of $10,000 for each violation of the 
Environmental Protection Act, plus up to 
$1,000 a day for each day the violation 


continued and $5,000 for each violation of 
the Air Pollution Control Act. 


The company then filed a countersuit 


against the village and attorney general, 
seeking $2 million in damages. The firm 
also charged that the Environmental 
Protection Act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it lacked definitive standards. 


The firm contended that in 1964 it in- 


stalled two 70-foot stacks with a total 
height of 120 feet, an action that resulted 
in "substantial dispersal of effluent." 


IN THE ORIGINAL suit, Scott charged 


the firm with emitting gaseous matter 
into the air, consisting of part-phenolic 
compounds giving "strong and offensive 
odors causing respiratory irritation and 
other damage to personal health and en- 
joyment as well as damage to property." 


The firm, which manufactures a baked 


coating magnetic wire • and other fix- 
tures, has been the object of complaints 
from village residents for some time. 
Residents in Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines also 'have complained of the 
odor. 


The firm said in October, 1965, it 


agreed with the village to tests that 
would establish objective 
performance 


standards for air quality and that it was 
to initiate and install equipment to meet 
the standards. 


The village then refused to adopt the 


ordinance containing the standards, thus 
constituting a breach of the agreement, 
the firm charged. The firm said it relied 
upon the agreement and delayed order- 


ing and installing air quality control de- 
vices pending determination of perform- 
ance standards. 
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Abortion: Is It Crutch Or A Cure?

When an unmarried pregnant woman 


goes to Dr. Gloria Heffernan of the Illi- 
nois Right To Life Committee for 
counseling, she is given encouragement 
and Jiupport. and Dr. Heffernan guides 
her through the pregnancy. "I don't pre- 
sent the option of abortion," the doctor 
explains. 


If the same woman goes instead to the 


Rev. Rupert Lovely, a Unitarian min- 
ister from Palatine who is active in the 
drive for abortion reform, "The first 
thing I would do is present the woman 
with the options," Rev. Lovely says. 


"Those are marriage, doing a 'Mia 


Farrow' by keeping the child, placing 
the child up for adoption or abortion. We 
go into these alternatives in some kind of 
depth and it is always her decision. A 
high percentage of the women I see de- 
cide for abortion." 


In those two approaches to counseling, 


students at Elk Grove High School yes- 
terday saw the difference in attitudes by 
those favoring abortion reform and those 
opposing it. 


DR. HJEFFERN'AN clashed with Lovely 


and Helen Smith, chairman of the Illinois 
Citizens for the Medical Control of Abor- 
tion, in a debate sponsored by the social 
science class on human sexuality. 


The debate grew heated at moments, 


as Mrs. Smith and Dr. Heffernan chal- 
lenged the reliability of each other's sta- 
tistics on the safety of abortion. The two 
sides also disagreed sharply on whether 
an human embryo can be cansidered a 
full-fledged human being and whether 
abortion reform will encourage promis- 
cuous sexual behavior, 


"We need honesty in the abortion is- 


sue," Dr. Heffernan declared. "The un- 
born child can inherit property, sue for 
prenatal support, get damages for in- 
juries sustained en utreo and have blood 


transfusions 
that clearly violate the 


mother's religious beliefs. He has all 
these rights, but he does not have the 
right to life in some states. There is no 
such thing as a potential human being." 


She then showed slides of embryos in 


various stages of development, saying, 
"Norman Cousins has said we have come 
to accept the solutions of war and abor- 
tion because we cannot see the victims' 
faces. I'd like to show you their faces." 


LOVELY AND Mrs. Smith, however, 


contended that the existence of human 
life in the embryo is by no means cer- 
tain. "The opponents of abortion are pri- 
marily from one theological standpoint 
and the only organized opposition in this 
country is from the Catholic Church," 
Mrs. Smith said. 


She added, "These people have a per- 


fect right to their point of view and they 
should never have abortions, but if abor- 
tion were legalized, those of us who feel 
it is a legitimate medical procedure will 
have the freedom of choice." 


Dr. Heffernan also pointed to rising sex- 


ual freedom and the increasing rate of 
venereal disease in areas where abortion 
has been legalized, and said, "There is 
no question that promiscuity results from 
abortion-mindedness among women." 


Lovely disagreed sharply, saying, "I 


think there has been 'messing around' 
since Adam and Eve and it's not going to 
stop. Fear has not stopped anybody from 
having sex," 


IN ANSWER to one student's question 


about whether it is damaging to a wom- 
an to have an unwanted baby, Dr. Hef- 
fernan replied, "I think it's a frivolous, 
dangerous concept, this idea about being 
wanted, because you can be wanted to- 
day and not wanted tomorrow." 


She added that treatments such as the 


flushing of the womb are available with- 
in hours for rape victims, adding that the 
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procedures are not a form of abortion 
because "conception does not take place 
for two or three days." 


Students pressed home questions to 


both sides, with one girl asking Dr. Hef- 
fernan why she would impose her view 
on others and a boy challenging Mrs. 
Smith's statement that an embryo at the 
time of abortion is generally no longer 
than a paper clip. 


"If I'm 6 feet 2 and some other kid is 5 


feet 2, does that make me more of a 
person?" he asked. 


Throughout the discussion, Dr. Heffer- 


nan insisted she was working to preserve 
the life of the fetus, while Mrs. Smith 
and Lovely argued that abortion should 
be a matter of private decision between a 
woman and her doctor. 
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Mediators Step 
In To Help Settle 
Honeywell Strike

Federal mediators have stepped into 


the contract dispute between union and 
management at the Honeywell plant in 
Arlington Heights, but chances for an im- 
mediate settlement of the 11-day-old 
strike seem dim. 


Federal mediators held a meeting 


Monday with Honeywell management 
and United Electrical Union Local 1114 
representatives but no agreement was 
reached over a new union contract. 


Donald Baron, director of Honeywell 


production, said yesterdny "the parties 
are still pretty far apart," adding that 
another meeting with federal officials is 
scheduled this Friday. 


Local 1114 Business Mgr. Michael Kar- 


pa said yesterday "we're just as far 
apart as the day we went out." 


But, according to Baron, "The com- 


pany has the final offer on the table." 
Honeywell officials have said the new 
contract offers the maximum wage in- 
crease allowed under federal wage-price 
guidelines and major improvements in 
insurance and pension benefits. 


THE UNION rejected the contract 


nearly two weeks ago, charging the'offer 
lacked adequate fringe benefits and 
there are unresolved problems. 


More than 550 workers have been on

strike and all production at the plant at 
1500 W. Dundee, has been halted. 


However, R. W. Moe, vice president of 


operations, of Honeywell's commercial 
division, said yesterday some, products 
are now being shipped from the Arlington 
Heights plant to Honeywell customers all 
over the country, "We are obligated to 
do this to meet contractural com- 
mitments made months ago," Moe said. 


In the lone incident during the strike, a 


picket was arrested by Arlington Heights 
police Tuesday, when he allegedly at- 
tempted to stop a non-union delivery 
truck as it was leaving the Honeywell 
plant. 


John Holmes of Carpentersville was 


charged with obstructing a police officer. 
Arlington Heights police said strikers 
struck the police escort car and the truck 
with rocks and snow and disobeyed an 
order to allow the truck to pass. 


SALARIED EMPLOYES continue to 


work at the plant which produces tem- 
perature controls, building automation 
systems and fire and security detectors. 


Honeywell's last union strike was in 


1961 at its Morton Grove plant, but lasted 
only nine days before a settlement was 
reached. All of the company's com- 
mercial factory operations were consoli- 
dated at the Arlington Heights facility 
last year.

Buck Warren still dreams of making it 


big as a poet. 


On a shelf in his Rolling Meadows 


home, between his dictionary and his 
thesaurus, is a book called "How to 
Think Like a Millionaire and Get Rich." 


And visions of contracts with big name 


publishers, appearances on network talk 
shows, global tours and financial inde- 
pendence dance like sugar plums in Buck 
Warren's head. 


Two years ago some people — though 


not very many — began hearing about 
Warren. He was a 29-year-old mechanic 
(or United Air Lines who also wrote 
poems for pilots, stewardesses and other 


friends. He called himself "the O'Hare 
poet," and wrote things like: "O'Hare 
your runways are the home of the pilots 
that in the sky forever roam ..." 


Today he is still a United mechanic. 


And he still writes verse in his spare 
time. And the lines are pretty much like 
they used to be. And now he bills himself 
as the O'Hare poet, or as United Air 
Lines resident poet, or, unblushingly, as 
Illinois' resident poet. 


But now he says he also has a million 


dollar idea. 


What he wants to be is an ex-mechanic 


who writes poetry full-time and makes a 
lot of money doing it. Which begs the 
question: how does one get rich writing 


poetry? 


Warren has a two-word answer, which 


is not really an answer, but an illustra- 
tion: Rod McKuen. 


McKuen is, of course, the Californian 


who has sold millions of books of sad- 
love-hurt-lonely poetry that, some critics 
have unkindly ventured, has the con- 
sistency of silly putty. 
v 


HE IS A RICH man because his work 


played the right tunes on the collective 
heart strings of American teenybopper- 
dom. 


But Warren is quick to point out that 


though he likes McKuen's work, he 
doesn't copy it. What he would like to 
copy is McKuen's success. 


In essence, the key to that success, the 


million dollar idea, as Warren sees it, is 
to a), write things people want to read, 
and b). get it to them. 


The first part of the magic formula, 


Warren feels, he's already got down. 


"My poetry is simple. It's something 


an eighth grader can understand. Some 
poetry is difficult, the average working 
man or housewife can't understand it. I 
want to take poetry to the average per- 
son who doesn't have much to say about 
his views. I'm an average person my- 
self." 


Which brings up phase two of the mag- 


ic formula: get the average poetry to the

Wheel Tax 
Protest Set 
For Saturday 


At least 4,000 persons are expected to 


attend a rally at 1 p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gilligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilligan, of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) and maybe more if the 
weather is good." 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, Elk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. the 
rally will be held in cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc., which is helping organize 
similar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax, which is imposed only in 
unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging the tax on constitutional 
grounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle 
tax," Gilligan said. "The more people 
who turn out, the more effective the pro- 
test will be." 


"We think the tax is unpopular and dis- 


criminating and the rally is one way 
people in unincorporated areas can show 
they are upset," he said. 


Richard Hechler, TPC president, said 


two petitions will be circulated at the ral- 
ly. One asks the county board to repeal 
the vehicle tax. The second petition goes 
to local legislators asking them to push 
for an early referendum on the home 
rule provision of the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution under which the vehicle tax was 
invoked. 


Gilligan said donations also would be 


accepted to help finance a lawsuit chal- 
lenging the tax and the publicity cam- 
paign that accompanies it. 


"THE MOVEMENT to challenge the 


unfair tax is bipartisan in participation 
and nonpartisan in its objectives," Gilli- 
gan said. He added that although many 
of the speakers at the rally are candi- 
dates for political office, the meeting is 
not political in nature. 


The speakers at the Saturday meeting" 


include candidates Sam Young, running 
for U. S. Representative in the 10th Dis-; 
trict; Brad Glass, in the 1st District 
State Senate race; State Rep. Eugene-' 
Schlickman, in the 4th District State", 
House race; and State Rep. David Reg-: 
ner, in the 3rd District State Senate con-; 
test. AH are Republicans. Gilligan said- 
Democratic candidates also have been in- 
vited. 


Gilligan said Wednesday that the PHIA I 


has mailed a special bulletin to its mem-" 
bers explaining the tax and encouraging 
attendance at the rally. He said a tele- 
phone campaign to inform people about 
the tax started Wednesday and signs 
were up all over Prospect Heights adver-.

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Superintendent Named For Sacred Heart Of Mary

The appointment of the Rev. James 


Michaletz as superintendent of Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School in Rolling 
Meadows was announced last night by 
the Rev. Robert Clark, superintendent of 
the Chicago Archdiocese. 


The appointment of Father Michaletz, 


who is currently on sabbatical from his 
position as principal of St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights, was made 
last night at a public meeting at Sacred 
Heart called to discuss the future of the 
all-girl Catholic School, 


About 300 parents and students attend- 


ed the meeting two weeks after it was 


announced the Religious Order of the Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary, a New York-based 
congregation, would no longer be able to 
staff and maintain the school because of 
financial problems. 


At the same time, the announcement 


was made that the Chicago archdiocese 
would assume ownership of the school 


and keep it open. 


The position of superintendent 
has 


three major responsibilities according to 
Father Clark: That of general super- 
vision, community relations and fiscal' 
policy. 


In accepting the position, Father Mich- 


aletz said, "I am assuming this position 
as a representative of the archdiocese 
arid not a representative of St. Viator. 
My emphasis will be on making Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School a success. 


"I will be here to do everything neces- 


sary to assure the success and contin- 
uation of Sacred Heart. I am not coming 
to direct a temporary operation. As far 
as I am concerned the future is bright 
and the school has many long years 
ahead," continued Father Michaletz. 


Father Clark told the audience a deci- 


sion on the curriculum and student policy 
at Sacred Heart would be made in con- 
junction with faculty members and ad- 
ministrators when they had been se- 
lected. 


A FOUR-MAN committee consisting of 


Father Clark, Brother Pious Xavier, as- 
sociate superintendent for high schools in 
the archdiocese, and two sisters who are 
currently principals of all-girl Catholic 
high schools in the area, have been 
charged with the responsibility of finding 
a new principal. 


At the request of parents, the com- 


mittee was expanded to include Len Bae- 
nan, current principal of Sacred Heart, 
w h o announced his resignation 
in 


January. 


Five religious orders have been con- 


tacted about helping to staff the school 
and more will be contacted in the near 
future, said Father Clark.

Representatives from area churches, 


school districts, clubs and institutions 
that are In daily contact with problems 
confronting elderly citizens encouraged 
the public relations committee to pursue 
the study group idea. 


Although no exact format for the task 


force was decided, Trustee James T. 
Ryan outlined a three-step approach. 


First, Ryan said, the task force would 


have to determine what is currently 
being done to help meet the needs of the 
elderly. Then It can evaluate whether 
enough is being done, And finally make 
some recommendations as to what else 
could be undertaken to better answer the 
special problems of senior citizens in this 
area. 


SOME OF the problem areas most 


frequently mentioned by the nearly 30 
representatives who attended the meet- 
ing included the need for better commu- 
nication elderly citizens, the problem of 
transportation and possibility of financial 
relief. 


Public relations committee chairman 


Dwight Walton said the committee would 
discuss the make up and approach of the 
elderly task force at a future meeting.

The Patrons of the Fine and Per-

Accord- 
ing to Angelo Capulli, superintendent of 
parks, the roses, which come in nine 
varieties, will be the beginning of a gar- 
den at Windsor Drive Park, which is lo- 
cated at the comer of Windsor and 
Northwest Highway. 


Capulli also announced that 2,000 plants 


of various sizes and species were do- 
nated to the park by Charles Klehm of 
Klehm Nursery. 


In other park matters, Capulli reported 


there was a total of $8,197 worth of re- 
pairs made in Arlington Height's parks 
in 1071 because of vandalism.

Senate Vote On ERA 
Scheduled Next Week

The Equal Rights Amendment is 


scheduled to come up for a vote in the 
United States Senate sometime next 
week. 


The amendment was reported out of 


the Senate Judiciary Committee Feb. 29 
after several amendments to it were de- 
feated. Some committee members who 
voted for the original version of ERA re- 
served the right to change their minds on 
the floor, where it is expected attempts 
will be made again to amend the mea- 
sure as it now stands. 


The ERA as originally proposed and as 


it will be offered to the Senate states: 
"Equality of rights under the law shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any state on account of 
sex." 


If the amendment is passed as it 


stands, these are some of the effects it 
would have: 


When a law confers a benefit, privilege 


or obligation of citizenship on one sex, 
the law would be extended to the other. 


WHEN THE LAW restricts or denies 


opportunities of women or men, it would 
•be rendered unconstitutional. 


•Laws applying to only one sex because 


of reproductive differences, such as ma- 
ternity leave or rape, would not be af- 
fected. 


When a law applies to both sexes but 


makes an age distinction because of sex, 
notably marriage laws, the age dis- 


tinction would be removed. 


Opponents of ERA have fought the 


o r i g i n a l version mainly on three 
grounds: that it would adversely affect 
family life, that it would work against 
women in the area of protective legisla- 
tion and that it would subject women to 
the draft. 


Supporters counter these arguments by 


pointing out that in domestic relations, 
each case would be decided on its merits 
according to circumstances of the parties 
involved. Married women could engage 
in business the same as men and man- 
age their own property and earnings. 


IN CHILD SUPPORT cases courts 


would decide which parent would be best 
qualified to care for the child and in both 
support and alimony, the financial ca- 
pacity of each spouse would be consid- 
ered. 


Under ERA laws restricting women as 


a class would be unconstitutional, but 
they could be extended to men as. well as 
women, such as minimum wages, limited 
hours, weight-lifting restrictions. An indi- 
vidual's ability to do a specific job would 
be the criterion for selection. 


Supporters believe women must accept 


the burdens of equality as well as its 
benefits, which means willingness to 
serve under selective service. Women 
could be assigned according to their abil- 
ities, and it is considered unlikely they 
would be sent to front lines.

"The Boys in the Band" treats a still 


much rejected segment of our society, 
the homosexual, and it does so with hon- 
esty, humor and sympathy. The result is 
good theater . . . and hopefully greater 
understanding of some human beings 
with a problem that is nothing new. 


Playwright Mart Crowley has used a 


birthday party for a member of this 
band of outcasts from the world of the 
"straight" livers as the setting for laying 
bare their soul-searching and self-hatred. 
Some have accepted their homosexuality 
and made peace with themselves. Others 
still agonize on occasion. 


The party starts out light-heartedly 


enough, even though the guest of honor is 
late as usual. But then the host's former 
college roommate arrives unexpectedly, 
unaware at first that he has crashed a 
gay gathering, and suddenly the party 
becomes a confessional instead of a cele- 
bration. The uninvited guest, himself 
"straight," is fascinated yet repelled by 
these men whom he cannot understand. 
Reluctantly he witnesses their self-self- 
torment as they play a crifel telephone, 
game invented by the party host. 


DBS PLAINES Theater Guild has 


scored a community theater first with its 
staging of this controversial play, though 
it likely will be much better received 
now than it would have been a few sea- 
sons ago. 


The opening night audience, a good siz- 


ed one, was very receptive and sympa- 
thetic, and the Guild cast rewarded them 
with an over-all excellent production. 


The outstanding performances are giv- 


en by Kenneth Karp as Michael, the par- 
ty host, and Shelly Safir as Emory, the 
irrespressible "fairy." Both are difficult 
roles. Michael hates what he is but tries 
to deny it . . . sometimes through wit, 
sometimes through sarcasm. Occasion- 
ally, however, he is overcome with anx- 
iety, and Karp does a superb job through 
both acts, climaxing with the closing 
scene when Michael experiences an at- 
tack of anxiety and pleads with Donald 
not to leave him alone. 


Emory is effeminate, engagingly so, 


and a less sensitive actor than Safir 
could ham it up. But he makes Emory a 
touching character.. .and a 
believable 


one. 


IN HIS OPENING minutes Stuart AI- 


lyn as Donald seemed to be reciting his 
lines, but as action progressed he loo- 
sened up and for most of'the play gave a 
convincing portrayal of the young man 
"programmed to fail," as he puts it. 


Tom Wagner as Larry, whose admitted 


sexual appetite can't be satisfied by a 
single love, and Dan Lawrence as Hank, 
the math teacher who has forsaken wife 
and children for Larry, are very good. 
The tension between the pair, obvious 
from the moment they step on stage, is 
no different than would be that between 
a heterosexual couple with one philan- 
dering mate, 


Dennis Allen as Bernard, the only 


black in the group, needs to relax a little. 
Perhaps it was just opening night jitters, 
but Allen seemed wooden in much of his 
delivery. He was best in the telephone 
scene where Bernard tries to call a white 
man he loved as a boy and gets the 
mother instead. 


MERTON STALEY plays Hank, the 


"straight" whose unanticipated visit trig- 
gers the game of self-examination. His 
performance was a little uneven in the 
beginning, but after Hank's uncere- 
monious trip to the men's room, Staley 
seemed more sure of himself and came 
on convincingly as an unwilling partici- 
pant in the game. 


Tom Preihs lias few lines as "Cow- 


boy," the gift from Emory to Harold, 


whose birthday is being celebrated, but 
he is excellent as the "beautiful but 
dumb" intruder who can't quite figure 
out what's going on. 


Only disappointment of the evening 


was Mearl K. Gable II as Harold. Per- 
haps I am spoiled from having seen 
Leonard Frey in this role, but the flair 
that should be brought to the elegant, bit- 
ing, petulant character of Harold is miss- 
ing. Gable seems too "straight." 


OVERALL, HOWEVER, the production 


is a commendable one. Ken MacCowan 
deserves applause for his direction, and 
the Guild for its courage in bringing this 
play to suburban audiences. Probably 
the people who should see it won't, but 
tliey are missing a theater experience 
that not only entertains but provokes. It 
is almost impossible to leave the theater 
without a feeling of compassion for "The 
Boys in the Band."

$1 Million 
Of Bus Line To 
City, Says Behrel 


United Motor Coach Co. could cost the 


city almost $1 million if Des Plaines de- 
cides to take over the ailing bus line, 
Mayor Herbert Behrel said yesterday. 


The disclosure was the first indication 


from city officials of the price being as- 
ked for the bus company, which has been 
in financial trouble in recent years, and 
in Januray asked to be taken over by the 
city. 


Behrel told the Herald United Motor 


C o a c h officials originally requested 
$600,000 for the company, which was to 
include the land and building at its Des 
Plaines headquarters. 900 E. Northwest 
Hwy. The company's buses, some of 
them quite old, originally were to have 
been "thrown into the deal" at no addi- 
tional cost, the mayor said. 


But now. according to Behrel, the com- 


pany wants between $5,000 and $6,000 for 
each of its 69 buses, which would add 
about $400,000 to the purchase price. 


A FEASIBILITY study, to show wheth- 


er purchase by the city of the financially- 
troubled company is economically prac- 
tical, may be made by Ernst and Ernst, 
a large consulting firm in Chicago, Beh- 
rel said. 


A city council committee studying the

Ernst and Ernst proposal for a six-week 
study at a cost of about $4,000, is now 
awaiting additional information from the 
firm before making a recommendation 
for council action, Behrel said. 


In a letter received from Ernst and 


Ernst several weeks ago, three alterna- 
tives were outlined for possible future ac- 
tion. 


These include continued subsidies to 


the present, privately-owned company; 
purchase of the company and operation 
of the buses through a separate firm; 
and purchase of the company and its op- 
eration by the city's transportation dis- 
trict. 


A recent survey on the bus company 


situation by the City of Park Ridge has 
indicated interest in maintaining United 
Motor Coach's service which is centered 
in Des Plaines, Niles, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge. 


Des Plaines has given United about 


$22,000 in subsidies from its share of 
state motor fuel tax funds. Niles, Park 
Ridge and Morton Grove have also ex- 
tended subsidies to the firm. 


"The rationale for such an expenditure 


lies in the cost to the school boards and 
ultimately, to the taxpayers, 
if the 


schools are required to provide an alter- 
nate means of transportation," said the 
report, prepared by Charles Stinnett, as- 
sistant Park Ridge city manager. 


JOHN 1IANCK, bus company general 


manager, told the city council last 
January the funds required to start a bus 
service for Maine Township school chil- 
dren, now transported on a reduced f&re 
basis by United Motor Coach, would re- 
sult in about $11 additional annual school 
taxes for the average homeowner. 


The bus company, if purchased by Des 


Plaines, would also become eligible for 
$100,000 each year in state rebates for 
providing reduced fares for school chil- 
dren, Hanck said. 


T h e v i l l a g e o f A r l i n g t o n 


Heights, according to the Park Ridge re- 
port, is only served by one Motor Coach 
route a day, which serves only 20 riders 
a day. 


"Although the community is not par- 


ticularly sympathetic to the financial 
problems of United Motor Coach, the Vil- 
lage considers bus service desirable, if 
not essential," the report states. 


Arlington Heights is encouraging devel- 


opment of commuter bus service to its 
downtown railway station. 


The Village of Mount Prospect also 


hasn't furnished financial support, but it 
is negotiating with United for bus service 
to Randhurst Shopping Center. The vil- 
lage government feels bus service is 
"necessary," the Park Ridge survey 
said. 


Several of the communities surveyed 


by Park Ridge, including Niles, Morton 
Grove, Skokie and Mount Prospect, in- 
dicated they favored a regional mass 
transit system rather than smaller mu- 
nicipal-owned bus lines.

Council Housing

A Des Plaines City Council committee 


meeting to discuss revisions in a munici- 
pal housing commission ordinance has 
been rescheduled to tomorrow night at 7 
p.m. 


The meeting of the council's health and 


welfare committee, originally set for 
tonight, has been called to discuss the 
final wording of the housing commission 
ordinance. 


The controversial ordinance originally 


provided for a study of low and moder- 
ate-income housing needs in Des Plaines. 
That portion of the proposal was later 
voted down by city council members, 
who then asked City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 
nardi to interpret the ordinance as 
passed by the council. 


Tomorrow night's meeting will be held 


in the city council chambers, 1412 Miner 
St. A public hearing on the city's pro- 
posed budget will follow at 7:30 p.m. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) will meet at 2 


p.m. with three top Chicago-area FAA 
officials to urge changes in flight pat- 
terns and take-off procedures. FAA offi- 
cials in Washington D.C. last week told 
Abrams the federal agency is "seriously 
considering" his proposed changes; 


The three FAA officials who will meet 


with Abrams are Lyle Brown, top FAA 
official in the Chicago area, John Wub- 
bolding, air traffic division chief, and 
Dan Vacuravitch, O'Hare tower chief. 


The meeting was arranged by William 


Flener, FAA national director of air traf- 
fic service, who told Abrams the FAA 
"wants to do anything it can to reduce 
airport noise," although safety comes 
first. 


ACCORDING TO a recent North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission re- 
port, more than half of Des Plaines by 
1980 will be subjected to unhealthy noise 
levels from O'Hare, unless efforts are 
made to force use of quieter jet engines 
and changes are made in flight patterns. 


Abrams, a member of the city's envi- 


ronmental controls committee, has pro- 
posed a new noise ordinance, which 
could force a court test of FAA powers 
over O'Hare jets and airport noise. The 
council may pass this proposed ordi- 
nance at its March 20 meeting. 


While in Washington during a business 


trip last week, Abrams asked the FAA to 


increase the number of evening hours 
during which jet take-offs are diverted 
away from Des Plaines to less populated 
areas. 


Under the present FAA flight proce- 


dures, in effect for more than a year, 
flights between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m., are 
sent over the Northwest Tollway area 
rather than over Des Plaines and nearby 
communities. 


THE FAA officials suggested that all 


flights over the Des Plaines area might 
be diverted in this manner during both 
day and night hours, Abrams said. 


Abrams also said the FAA officials 


were not so enthusiastic about closing 
O'Hare at night, a suggestion voiced for 
several years by Des Plaines officials 
and legislators — closing O'Hare at 
night. 


Only the City of Chicago, the airport 


operators, have direct control over 
whether the airport will be shut down at 
night, FAA officials said. 


O'Hare now has about 700 flights each 


night, and more are expected when a 
new runway and- cargo facilities are 
completed, Abrams has said. 


Knife Bandit Hits Food Store 


A knife-wielding bandit held up a west 


side Des Plaines food store Tuesday 
night and escaped with $60 in cash. 


According to Des Plaines police, the 


armed robber entered the 7-Eleven Food 
Store, 822 Dempster St., about 10:30 p.m. 
and asked the store clerk for a bottle of 
cold soda. 


The clerk told police that as she 


walked to the cooler, the bandit went be- 
hind the counter and tried to open the 
cash register which was locked at the 
time. 


As the clerk approached the bandit and 


asked him to get away from the cash 
register, he reportedly pulled out a knife 
and demanded that she open the register. 
She obeyed and the robber grabbed the 
money and walked out of the store. 


A customer reportedly saw the bandit 


drive away in a 1961 light green four- 
door Pontiac. 


The robber was described to police as

1 WM called earlier this week by a 


market research firm that was taking a 
survey on fruit preferences. It was the 
only phone call I enjoyed that evening. 
Before it came 1 dashed from the base- 
ment with sudsy hands to turn down an 
offer for a free dinner and a piece of 
Florida swampland; after it came I 
splashed my way from the shower to 
turn down a free trip to Arizona and a 
plot of desert. 


The fruit survey, on the other hand, 


was fun and brought back fond memories 
of faraway days when I did market re- 
search. When the boys were small I de- 
cided to try and find part-time work I 
could do in my home. I was called by a 
market research interviewer and after 
the interview asked her about her job. 
She put me in touch with her manager 
and 1 was on my way. 


The work was interesting because it 


dealt with people and their opinions. It 
also was ideally suited to my personality 
because it involved using a telephone and 
ever since I heard my first dial tone I've 
adored the telephone. 


THE BIGGEST problem faced by mar- 


ket research interviewers is convincing 
people you aren't trying to sell them 
something. This is even harder when you 
have something to give away as part of 
the survey. Something as small as a can- 
dy bar. is eyed with suspicion as though 
you were going to somehow trick them 
into buying 1,000 shares of the candy 
company's stock. 


Most of the people I called were se- 


lected for me by the company I worked 
for. 
Often the people had received 


a sample of a product in the mail about a 
month before I called. 


I remember doing one on mouth- 


washes. I had to call 200 people who had 
received samples to find out for the man- 
ufacturer whether it had done any good. 
This particular survey was pretty 
sneaky. We didn't want the people to 
know exactly why we were calling so it 
started off something like, "What's your 
favorite salad dressing?" 


Then we went on to find out if they ate 


green leafy vegetables, coffee, corned 
beef, spaghetti and pizza. If it sounded as 


Superintendent 
Job Sought By 85 


Eighty-five persons have applied for 


the job of superintendent of Des Plaines 
Elementary Dist. 62 schools, officials an- 
nounced this week. 


Leon Smaage, superintendent for the 


past 25 years, will retire in October. 


School Board Pres. Robert Claus said 


the dean of education at Northwestern 
University, who was hired by the board 
to screen applicants, has narrowed the 85 
persons down to "several candidates." 
Claus said the board will begin inter- 
viewing the candidates this month and 
will select a new superintendent in the 
near future. 


According to Claus, nominations for 


the post were received from 33 univer- 
sities throughout the nation and appli- 
cations were received from 18 states. 


A total of 27 of the applicants are cur- 


rently superintendents, 22 are assistant 
superintendents. 12 are university faculty 
members, 10 are elementary school prin- 
cipals, three are graduate students, three 
are high school principals, two are direc- 
tors of curriculum and instruction, two 
are officials of the state department of 
education, two are consultants and two 
are project directors.

"So 
who are you, the IRS?" I had one woman 
ask me. 


Suburban people were always more 


friendly than those who lived in Chicago, 
and men were usually easier to talk to, 
less suspicious and more cooperative 
than women. But once people were into 
the interview they became pretty open. 
It was not unusual for someone to tell me 
their life history or their problems with 
relatives or about the terrible people 
down the street. 


The survey that almost ended my ca- 


reer involved finding 150 men between 
the ages of 16-23 who lived in Chicago 
and used straight razors. I grabbed a 
Chicago directory and began randomly 
selecting names I could pronounce. After 
three hours I had 11 usable question- 
naires, a sore ear and a case of nerves. 
It took me weeks to finish and after I 
was through I had developed a habit of 
crying every time the phone rang. 


When the fruit interviewer called I did 


all the things I knew would help her. 1 
talked slowly, answered all questions in 
as few words as possible and gave honest 
answers. When we were finished we sat 
and talked for a while and I told her all 
about when I was an interviewer and 
about my relative problems and about 
this terrible woman down the block 
a n d . , ,

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City To Add llth Warning Siren 


It isn't a bird, it isn't a plane and it 


isn't a power lawnmower. It's the new 
Civil Defense warning siren, scheduled to 
begin its monthly wailing this May on 
the north side of Des Plaines. 


The new siren, the city's eleventh, will 


be placed in Hawaii Park, Seventh Ave- 
nue and Polynesian Drive, to serve Des 
Plaines Terrace and the recently an- 
nexed area which includes Maryville 
Academy, 1150 N. River Rd., according 
to Lt. Richard Arthur, director of Civil 
Defense for the Des Plaines Fire Depart- 
ment. 


The siren will sound at 10:30 a.m. on 


the first Tuesday of each month for test- 
ing purposes, according to Arthur. Sirens 
are used both as a warning in case of 
nuclear attack .and to notify residents 
when a severe storm is approaching the 
city, he said. 


The Des Plaines City Council recently 


awarded contracts for the siren and its 
siren is about $3,700 and installation cost 
is $1,600.

standard" in the assessor's office.

ney "had refused to enforce the law'* 
against the contributors. 


Moore said the investigation, which

European Three-Y ear-Olds 
Unlikely To Run In Derby 


British sportsman David Sandeman's 


quest to become the first European 
owner of a European bred and raced 
horse to win America's Kentucky Derby 
will have to wait until 1973. 


Sandeman announced in London this 


week that an intensive search in Eng- 
land, Ireland, France and Italy had not 
turned up a quality three-year-old chal- 
lenger for the Churchill downs classic on 
May 6. 


In 1970, the 42-year-old wine and spirits 


merchant revealed his ambition to win 
the historic Louisville race. Since then, 
however, his two nominees did not. make 
it to the starting gate for the first jewel 
in the American Triple Crown. Double 
Splash, a stakes winner in. France, 
showed some promise after being ship- 
ped to the United States but was de- 
clared from the Derby as was Gaillard, a 
well-bred Irish colt, who failed to live up 
to promise last year. 


To aid his turf adventure, Sandeman 


has enlisted the services of Horatio Luro, 
one of the more astute horsemen in the 
United States, who trained two Kentucky 
Derby champions, Decidedly (1962) and 
Northern Dancer (1964). 


"Unfortunately," says Sandeman, "we 


have not been able to find the type of 
horse necessary to get the job done. Our 
experience with the previous colts has 
shown us that we need a proven thor- 
oughbred whose breeding calls not only 
for staying ability for the Derby's mile 
and a quarter but one that can readily 
adjust to dirt tracks, climate and other 
conditions. 


"To say that I am disappointed is put- 


ting it mildly, but if .anything, I have be- 
come more determined than ever to 
reach my goal. Right how, Mr. Luro has 
agents keeping tabs on every promising 
two-year-old in Europe and we will be 
watching their 
development 
closely.

Odor Pollution From Elk Grove Plant To End 


The Chicago Magnet Wire Corp., the 


State of Illinois and Elk Grove Village 
nave reached agreement on a pollution 
abatement plan for the firm's plant in 
the Centos Industrial Park, thus appar- 
ently solving a controversy that has con- 
tinued for at least eight years. 


Village officials agreed to the proposal 


this week after representatives of the 
state attorney general's office and com- 
pany officials indicated satisfaction with 
the plan, which pollution experts say will 
eliminate 95 per cent of the odor emitted 
by the plant 


tfnder the plan, an air pollution suit 


and counter-suit filed last spring in Cook 
County Circuit Court will be continued 
until October while the company installs 
the pollution control equipment 


Assistant Atty Gen. Kenneth Manaster 


said pollution experts were satisfied that 
the equipment to be installed would elim- 
inate most odors emitted by the plant. 


"We are finally and firmly convinced 


that the equipment will work.'' he said 
"We're sure that it will do the job ' 


THE EQUIPMENT to be installed is a 


direct fire incinerator, which \v;l! burn 
off the odor-producing phenolic com- 
pounds, according to Marvin SaUemtein, 
a technical consultant hired by the vil- 
lage. The equipment, which will be in- 
stalled on the roof of the company's 
plant at OM Chase Ave., will convert the 


material into carbon dioxide and water 
and produce heat for the plant. 


Saizenstem said the equipment would 


eliminate most of the odor emitted from 
the plant. When the equipment is in- 
stalled the odor "will not be noticeable in 
residential areas except during adverse 
weather conditions,'1 he said 


Under the agreement, Chicago Magnet 


Wire is to submit 30-day progtess reports 
to the village and the attorney general's 
office. The reports are to give details of 
each major phase of the plan and report 
test results of the effectiveness of the 
equipment. 


The agreement also gives the village 


and attorney general's office the right to 
have a qualified technical representative 
present during the testing of equipment 
at the plant 


The company is given the right to 


request a delay in the completion date of 
the plan, but if a "satisfactory demon- 
stration of progress toward completion" 
is not made, the case is to be set for trial 
as soon as possible. 


THE AGREEMENT also requires the 


village to issue the necessary building 
permits and licenses to install the equip- 
ment. The village earlier had refused to 
issue such permits in accordance with a 
resolution passed in 1965.

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Great Walnut 'Ripoff Nets Treejackers A Coot $25,000 


by ROGER CAPETTINl 


Tree bandits are perpetrating a great 


walnut "ripoff" in Cook County. 


So far this season, tree hijackers have' 


plundered the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve lands of about 25 black walnut 
trees, according to Chief Forester Sam 
Gabriel. 


For those trees, the thieves may have 


profited as much as $25.000. 


In their wake they have left ground- 


level stumps and treetops to rot in a 
tangle of brush and crushed saplings. 


The problem of walnut tree thieves is 


not a new one. Nor is it limited to the 
Cook County Forest Preserve, although 
the district's 63.000 acres of wooded land 
recently seems to be among the prime 
targets of the destruction. 


It all stems from the ancient theory of 


stipply and demand. 


The demand for the dark, deep grain 


of the black walnut is high for the furni- 
ture manufacturing industry. Although 
the tree is not considered rare, the sup- 
ply is not abundant. 


ONE OF THE most recent thefts of the 


valuable trees occurred at forest pre- 
serve land south of Palatine Road and 
east of Milwaukee Avenue near Wheeling 
and Mount Prospect. 


In the bottom land along the Des 


Plaines River, four stumps marked the 
spots 75 to 100-year-old trees had stood 
less than two months ago. 


Today there is a tangle of rotting 
lum- 


ber. 


Gabriel and Forester Norman "Beck" 


Beckman surveyed the damage. 


The walnuts had been 60 to BO feet tall. 


Now they were on the ground in the 
snow, minus the 12 feet or so from the 
bottom. 


The thieves had knocked down the 


stately trees, ripped the "butt log" from 
the bottom and left everything from the 
first limb up to decay. 


Nothing will stand in the thieves' way. 


A hickory tree, probably "o years old. 
had quickly been cut down because it 
was in the way of the walnuts. 


Gabriel explained that the thieves 


apparently had entered the preserve with 
their trucks through a small gate on Pal- 
atine Road. They then drove in auotit 
three-fourths of a mile along a bridle 
path. 


THERE THE destruction began, Still a 


good 300 feet from their intended prey, 
the bandits slashed a path through the 
heavily wooded area without concern for 
the damage they were doing. 


They either drove over or cut down ev- 


erything in their way, leaving behind a 
trail of devastation. 


They went out the same way. appar- 


ently in a big hurry, for they left behind 
a prime cut of tree. Gabriel theorized the 
log fell off the truck on the way out and 
the hijackers either couldn't get it back 
on the truck or didn't have time. 


The log was left to decompose in the 


flooded low land. 


What the tree is worth to the thieves is 


one thing. Its value to the forest preserve 
is another. "It can't be replaced at any 
cost." Gabriel said. "I will take 80 years 
to grow another one."

Throughout the Midwest the thefts in- 
crease every year. 


JKRRY SOESBK. director of the Lake 


County Forest Preserve District said 
$12,000 worth of trees have been stolen 
this year from the 3,500 acres of district 
lar.d in his county. 


Soesbe said he has received many re- 


ports of thefts in Kane, MeHcnry and 
Winnebago counties. 


He said a log 35 inehes in diameter and 


12 feet long could be worth as much as 
$1,000, depending on the quality of the 
wood. 


The thieves gel away with their clan- 


destine activities through a combination 
of raw nerve, a shortage of manpower 
and public apathy. 


"They're brazen as hell," Gabriel said. 


Soesbe called them, "lx>ld as brass." • 


Whatever the terminology, the point is 


clear. The bandits, who most authorities 
agree probably are in the tree business 
but have lost their scruples, use hit-and- 
run tactics. 


Where the tree robbers sell the" logs is 


uncertain. 


Elmer Werhanc, district fore&ter for 


the U.S. Department of Conservation, 
said the bandits could have a mill saw 
Victimized by a chain saw, 


the logs into lumber and sell it in that 
form, or they could dispose of il through 
a broker. 


Werhane said the broker usually buys 


the wood for a large mill in Indiana or 
on the East Coast or even in Germany. 


"Distance is no problem to them," 


Werhane said. 


The forester said most of the walnut 


ends up for veneer for use in furniture 
and wall paneling. The value of the log 
goes up each lime it is handled, he'said. 


WERHANE, WHO covers 200,000 acres 


in nine counties, said he could not esti- ' 
mate how many trees he has lost. "It's 
pretty tough to know about every tree in 
that much land," he explained. 


Manpower in the forest preserves is 


one of the problems. 


Hugh Donnelly, chief of the Cook Coun- 


ty rangers, said he has about 85 rangers 
to cover the 63,000 acres of district land. 


Those rangers patrol the district's land 


through the day and night. Donnelly was 
reluctant to admit, however, that the 
woods are virtually unprotected from 
midnight to 8 a.m. 


He said county, local and state police 


keep an eye on the woods during those 
hours. "We're seeking the cooperation of 
residents," Donnelly added. "Alertness is 


what counts." 


Soesbe also admitted Lake County does 


not patrol after midnight, except in areas 
hit hardest by tree bandits. 


He said he has worked out a rather 


extensive system of participation of resi- 
dents bordering the district's land to 
guard against the thefts. 


Generally, it is agreed it is nearly im- 


possible to catch the thieves, unless they 
are caught in the act. 


SOESBE, HOWEVER, is one of the few 


who can claim one apprehension. He said 
a Lake Zurich man has been arrested 
and bound over to the Lake County 
grand jury on charges of attempting to 
steal one of the giant trees. 


The man, reportedly involved legiti- 


mately in the tree business, was arrested 
after police traced a truck registered to 
him. 
The truck, Soesbe said, was loaded 


with walnut and was found bogged down 
in the mud on forest preserve land. 


Conservationists and roresters through- 


out the Midwest reportedly are awaiting 
anxiously the disposition of the man's 
case. 


They are all hoping he, if convicted, is 


dealt a severe penalty to serve as a les- 
son to other thieves and those who are 
thinking, of getting into the illegal, yet 
lucrative, business. 


Meanwhile, the thefts undoubtedly will 


continue. And they will not be limited to 
the public lands. 


Reports of thefts from private lands 


throughout the midwest filter in daily. 


Soesbe said he heard a 40-acre tract in 


Wisconsin was stripped of many walnuts 
in a single year. In Des Moines, Iowa, he 
said, someone stole a walnut from a city 
park. 


NUMEROUS reports tell of thefts from 


front lawns of homes while the occupants 
were away. 


The thieves apparently don't care who 


they steal from, either. 


Last week there was a report of the 


theft of four of the dark-grained hard- 
woods from a wooded lot in Wisconsin 
owned by a Deerfield, 111., man. 


The man said he visited his plot 


recently to find the giant trees sawed off 
at the base.

Employes such as agri- 
cultural workers and household help, 
who are ctempt from federal withhold- 
ing, also are exempt from Illinois income 
tax witholding, but they must mile and 
pay their tax on a quarterly estimated 
basis.

The chief concern with this kind of tile 


is that it is so flexible it will take on the 
shape and contours of the surface below 
it. This makes proper preparation even 
more important. 


OLD SURFACES should be sanded ab- 


solutely smooth. Holes should be filled. 


On wood floors made up of narrow 


floorboards you will have lines showing 
through unless you use an underlayment 
of some kind. Asphalt saturated felt pa- 
per is used on most' floors. On single 
wood floors (one layer of boards rather 
than two) or on floors with' wide (more 
than four-inch) floorboards it is best to 
have a layer of hardboard or quarter- 
inch plywood. 


Don't buy the four-by-eight-foot sheets. 


They are too hard to handle. For under- 
layment get them four feet square, 


Use a coated nail or screw type nail so 


that they will not pull out. Make certain 
no heads are Above surface.

You can put tile down over a painted 


floor if the paint was rubber based or 
latex paint. Oil based paints must be re- 
moved. 


Resilient floor tile can be put down 


over older floors or similar material if 
the old floor is in sound condition. Do not 
tile over cork, or linoleum, however, and 
check maker's instructions.
